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To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Constituent  Authorities. 


Ladies  and  Gentelmen, 

It  is  with  pleasure  that  I  present  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Combined  Area  of  North  East  Shropshire  on 
the  Health  and  Sanitary  Circumstances  for  the  year  1957. 

On  the  completion  of  the  particular  year  which  has  to  come  under  review  immediate  steps  are  taken  to 
gather  together  the  material  for  this  Report  in  the  endeavour  to  present  this  at  the  earliest  opportunity  and 
while  interest  may  still  be  active.  Not  only  is  this  desirable  to  preserve  a  continuity  of  association  of  infor¬ 
mation  of  progress  in  the  domestic  area  but  also  there  has  to  be  considered  the  competition  offered  from  the 
national  press — if  it  may  be  so  called — which  gives,  directly  it  is  known,  news  and  views  on  current  health 
topics  not  only  through  the  medium  of  the  newspapers  but  also  on  television  and  the  wireless  communications. 
These  national  broadcasts  are  inserted  in  such  a  way  that,  of  necessity,  they  are  imposed  on  the  notice  of  the 
people  and  digested  almost  unconsciously  by  the  recipient.  As  a  result  the  knowledge  and  opinion  onprogresss 
and  recent  advance  in  social  and  health  medicine  is  commonplace,  is  stored  up  and  often  forms  the  matter  for 
discussion.  Apart  from  general  medical  disease  subject  to  influences  in  the  curative  field — on  which  recently 
a  whole  series  has  been  televised — those  capable  of  modification  and  prevention  are  examined  and  discussed 
as  and  when  they  manifest  themselves  before  the  public  and  are  so  of  general  interest.  Such  difficulties  as  the 
disposal  of  sewage  particularly  in  holiday  coastal  resorts,  the  action  of  detergents  on  disposal  plants,  and  like 
matters  of  domestic  interest  are  frequently  examined  and  knowledgeable  opinion  voiced.  The  same  has  been 
done  and  recurrs  from  time  to  time  in  relation  to  cigarette  smoking  and  its  effect  on  the  lungs.  Influenza 
which  had  been  anticipated  and  prepared  for  some  months  before  its  arrival  from  the  East  and  the  prepar¬ 
ations  for  the  recurrence  of  Infantile  Paralysis  were  well  publicised  and  the  people  were  well  versed  in  the 
nature  of  these  illnesses,  their  symptons  and  the  precautions  which  might  be  taken  to  ward  off  and  protect. 

Looking  over  the  returns  of  Infectious  Disease  it  has  been  noted  that  the  year  has  been  epidemic  for 
Measles  and  Whooping  Cough,  though  the  latter  less  in  degree.  No  district  escaped  Measles  and  it  can  be 
said  that  the  aggregate  of  cases  notified  by  no  means  represented  the  total  of  cases  occurring.  Scarlet  Fever, 
also,  was  present  generally  in  limited  numbers  although  with  the  changed  conditions  and  approach  to  this 
disease  and  the  rapidity  with  which  the  cases  can  be  cured  and  allowed  to  return  to  normal  communal  living 
allays  the  alarm  and  distress  which  in  the  past  it  was  customary  to  associate.  Infantile  Paralysis  continued 
to  command  attention.  Six  cases  occurred  in  the  larger  area  with  one  death.  The  County  Authority  offers 
protection  by  vaccination  and  this  has  largely  been  accepted  and  the  process  carried  out  so  far  as  the  available 
supply  of  vaccine  would  permit.  Except  in  one  area  the  onset  of  cases  of  Food  Poisoning  has  been  sporadic 
and  very  limited.  In  the  enteric  group  of  diseases  likely  to  be  water-carried  these  have  been  absent  for  many 
years;  Smallpox  also  did  not  occur  but  the  presence  of  a  suspected  case  gave  opportunity  to  test  the  preventive 
measures  instituted  on  a  national  scale;  these  were  given  a  trial  run  with  satisfactory  conclusion. 

The  assessments  of  the  totals  on  the  Tuberculosis  Register  shows  little  change  has  occurred  on  the 
Pulmonary  side  and  on  the  non-Pulmonary  there  is  a  position  of  relative  stasis  ;  notifications  being  infrequent. 
It  is  in  the  preservation  of  life  that  the  greater  advance  would  appear  to  have  been  made  ;  few  deaths  from 
pulmonary  disease  have  been  reported  and  these  have  been  confined  to  the  more  ageing  groups.  The  District 
Authorities  continue  to  play  their  part  in  combating  this  disease  and  there  is  still  the  close  relationship  in 
working  with  the  Chest  Physicians  and  the  County  Authority. 

As  has  been  said  few  cases  of  Food  Poisoning  have  been  notified.  Repeatedly  it  has  been  brought  to 
the  notice  of  the  public  the  standards  of  hygiene  which  can  be  expected  and  should  be  required  by  the 
customers  in  food  establishments.  All  should  now  be  familiar  with  their  responsibilies  and  little  excuse 
can  be  offered  when  the  seller  fails  to  maintain  a  reasonable  standard  or  where  the  customer  permits  a  lack 
of  this.  It  should  be  little  part  of  the  authorities’  scheme  that  recourse  to  law  should  be  the  sole  aim  but 
rather  by  the  inculcation  of  good  method  and  understanding  should  be  the  means  of  securing  the  best  co¬ 
operation  and  the  most  beneficial  result.  Nevertheless,  there  are  a  few  cases  where  the  only  solution  would 
appear  to  be  in  the  courts.  In  the  sphere  of  the  purveyance  of  meat  to  the  retailer  and  customer  little  change 
has  been  made  :  a  high  standard  of  inspection  is  maintained  in  all  slaughterhouses  or  where  animals  are 
killed. 

The  whole  of  the  Eastern  Area  has  now  become  a  particular  area  for  the  sale  of  milk  and  a  higher  grade 
than  that  of  raw  milk  is  now  required.  In  the  tortuous  ramification  of  this  service  it  is  pleasant  to  record 
the  happy  association  between  the  Milk  Advisory  Service  and  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 
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Housing  and  the  provision  of  homes  for  those  in  urgent  need  and  such  others  as  comprise  the  waiting 
lists  follow  a  pattern  similar  of  that  of  the  preceding  year.  Subsidies  are  granted  towards  the  housing  of 
those  in  specified  groups  and  vary  in  amount  with  such  grouping,  e.g.  those  in  condemned  properties  get 
the  greatest  help  and  from  thence  are  graduations  in  amount.  The  list  of  applicants  seeking  homes  are,  in 
most  instances,  of  considerable  length  and  it  is  most  difficult  to  satisfy  these  claims,  many  of  which  are  of  very 
long  standing  and  the  applicants  have  still  to  live  under  very  trying  conditions.  With  the  continued  rising 
costs  the  erection  of  houses  is  an  expensive  enterprise  and  this  is  shewn  in  the  rising  rents  which  must  be 
charged  despite  the  help  of  subsidies  to  make  some  approach  to  economic  control.  This  whole  is  offset  by 
the  continued  demand. 

It  appears  to  the  Writer  that  the  Officers  responsible  for  this  most  important  social  service  are  so  beset 
by  the  continual  worries  of  impartially  exercising  their  office  in  the  allocation  of  homes,  the  collection  of  rents 
and  pursuing  those  who  have  failed  to  pay  their  weekly  contributions,  that  the  problems  of  maintenance 
and  the  care  of  these  costly  erections  have  to  assume  a  secondary  place.  It  might  be  thought  that  a  tenant, 
having  reached  his  goal  of  being  entrusted  with  a  house,  often  completely  new  and  usually  with  a  garden, 
would  tend  these  with  care  and  something  approaching  affection.  However,  this  is  by  no  means  always  the 
case.  In  this  field  there  is  scope  for  greater  control  and  supervision,  stricter  demands  from  the  occupants  for 
a  higher  standard  of  upkeep  and  short  shift  to  those  who  neglect  and  despoil  their  homes  and  surrounds. 
An  equally  unequivocal  stand  should  be  made  to  those  who  fail  in  their  monetary  obligations  to  their  land¬ 
lords,  the  district  authorities. 

In  the  sphere  of  purely  social  medicine  all  council  houses,  no  matter  when  built,  should  still  be  of  sound 
construction  in  their  main  elements.  General  services  to  houses  have  increased  and  with  these  have  come 
improvements  and  refinements  which  have  been  incorporated  in  the  more  recent  erections.  It  should  be 
the  aim  of  all  authorities  to  bring  up  to  modern  standards  all  their  properties  thus  giving  to  the  tenants  an 
equal  convenience  in  home  living.  Such  modernisation  would  not  only  strengthen  the  holding  of  the  Councils 
but  would  be  a  source  of  gratification  to  such  tenants  as  have  been  allocated  properties  deficient  and  in  most 
instances  built  prior  to  the  recent  war. 

The  care  of  the  Aged  and  the  provision  of  homes  for  such,  many  of  whom  are  alone  and  solitary,  takes 
high  place  in  the  schemes  of  many  authorities.  This  rehousing  has  in  some  cases  been  planned  and  met  by 
the  building  of  small  bungalows,  some  have  gone  further  by  adopting  this  type  and  grouping,  adding  as  a 
refinement  a  warden  and  overseer  with  whom  there  is  close  association  appreciable  in  times  of  domestic  need. 
A  more  recent  step  and  likely  to  be  further  practised  in  a  local  area  is  the  adaptation  of  large  mansion  houses 
which  lend  themselves  to  division  into  units  of  housing.  Such  give  to  the  residents  a  degree  of  independent 
living  and  also  communal  life  with  the  possibility  of  supervision  and  control  and,  if  need  be,  help.  In  this 
latter  enterprise  the  Authority  works  in  close  relationship  with  the  County  Council  and  the  resultant  has 
shewn  a  harmony  and  achievement  which  has  been  widely  extolled  and  appreciated. 

Sewage  disposal  and  allied  services  continue  to  show  slow  but  constant  progress.  In  a  few  areas  major 
developments,  long  waited,  have  been  allowed  to  proceed.  Much  can  still  be  done  in  the  less  populated 
districts  but  there  is  always  the  need  to  align  this  with  the  drive  for  national  economy.  Nevertheless  when 
such  deficiences  are  at  variance  with  health  progress  in  the  locality  and  likely  to  constitute  a  hazard  the 
Ministry  are  not  slow  in  allowing  such  to  be  remedied.  Water  services  have  come  under  review  on  a  nation 
wide  scale.  The  present  object  seems  to  be  to  control  these  on  a  larger  basis  through  amalgamation  of  lesser 
undertakings.  The  presence  of  the  East  Shropshire  Water  Board  should  serve  as  a  major  unit  around  which 
a  strengthened  service  throughout  the  County  should  be  able  to  arise  without  undue  disturbance  of  this  service. 
The  eventual  results  should  be,  when  broader  schemes  and  control  have  been  established,  that  more  dependable 
supplies  will  be  available  and  additions  serving,  in  many  instances,  more  remote  parts  will  be  able  to  be  made. 

Apart  from  housing  the  welfare  of  old  people  continues  in  the  forefront  of  those  services  which  are  not 
wholly  district  authority  controlled.  The  schemes  adopted  vary  in  detail  from  area  to  area  but,  overall, 
there  is  the  desire  to  help  those  who,  in  many  instances,  lead  a  lonely  and  difficult  life.  The  planning  and 
practice  which  has  and  is  being  carried  out  wffl  be  a  useful  guide  to  the  establishment  of  sound  principles 
which  should  be  the  basis  for  the  future  of  this  most  beneficial  work. 

Throughout  the  year  the  efforts  to  establish  better  and  more  efficient  hospital  services  in  our  immediate 
area  have  been  continued  and  it  is  hoped  that  a  uniformity  of  opinion  will  be  reached  so  that  this  endeavour 
will  have  the  full  support  of  the  Hospital  Management  Committee,  the  Consultants  and  the  General  Prac¬ 
titioners,  and  leave  the  lo:al  populace  the  feeling  that  their  concerns  of  the  past  will  be,  indeed,  of  the  past. 
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M  uch  good  use  has  been  made  of  the  mortuary  at  Donnington.  It  is  confidently  hoped  that  the  establish¬ 
ment  of  a  similar  service  in  Market  Drayton,  for  which  a  building  has  been  secured  and  plans  for  its  adaption 
have  been  passed,  will  be  undertaken  in  the  next  few  months.  This  should  give  a  service  much  wanted  in  this 
area  and  in  addition  should  be  of  the  highest  convenience  in  the  pursuance  of  this  work. 

The  Writer  has  touched  on  some  of  the  aspects  which  command  attention  in  varying  degree  in  the 
workings  of  the  district  councils.  The  approach  to,  and  the  schemes  of  workings  and  control  in  the  individual 
offices,  demonstrate  variations  and  stress  on  particular  services  but  this  variation,  provided  the  average 
overall  in  health  control  is  satisfactory,  indicates  only  the  bent  of  particular  officers.  Of  these  Officers  it 
can  be  said  that,  in  the  main,  the  scope  of  work  required  is  well  within  the  compass  of  the  office  and  staff  : 
a  position  which  has  been  reached  gradually  and  over  many  years.  The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  notes 
the  functioning  of  the  health  departments,  advised  where  he  can  or  is  asked,  and  is  grateful  in  most  instances 
for  co-operation  and  loyalty  in  maintaining  the  work  of  prevention  in  the  public  health  field.

Mr.  Adams,  Public  Health  Inspector,  reports  : 

Another  year  has  ended  and  it  is  time  to  review  the  progress  made.  In  an  endeavour  to  make  my 
report  more  interesting  to  the  reader,  I  have  introduced  one  or  two  actual  incidents  which  have  occurred  during 
the  year. 

HOUSING 

Slum  Clearance  is  proceeding  at  a  steady  pace  and,  in  all,  since  June,  1956,  100  houses  have  been  made 
subject  to  operative  orders.  During  the  year  the  Council  purchased  clearance  areas  at  Portleyand  at  the  rear 
of  the  High  Street  for  re-development  purposes.  These  moves  formed  the  initial  steps  to  deal  with  the 
problem  of  clearance  in  the  town  centre.  In  all,  36  houses  were  considered  under  the  provisions  of  the 
Housing  Acts  in  1957,  which  is  only  a  very  small  bite  at  a  problem,  which  appears  to  me  to  grow  in  magnitude 
the  more  detailed  the  investigation. 

During  the  year  we  had  only  15  houses  and  12  flats  under  construction  for  normal  purposes.  The 
fluctuating  bank  rate  was  responsible  for  the  Council  hesitating  to  commit  itself  to  commencing  construction 
of  the  Langley  Farm  Estate  which  was  to  be  comprised  of  244  dwellings.  The  effect  of  the  temporary 
suspension  in  building  was  noticeable  from  the  housing  list  which  grew  steadily  while  no  names  were  being 
removed. 

In  August,  a  new  project  for  the  Council,  and  indeed  for  the  County,  came  into  operation — that  is  the 
grouped  dwellings  scheme  for  old  persons.  This  consists  of  20  bungalows  together  with  a  resident  warden 
and  recreation  room.  The  whole  scheme  is  centrally  heated  and  with  many  ideas  to  make  the  lives  of  the 
tenants  easier. 

There  was  the  case  of  Sam  :  He  was  70  years  old  and  had  been  tied  to  his  house,  which  was  very 
damp  and  quite  unfit  to  live  in,  for  many  months,  due  to  ill  health.  His  name  was  on  the  list  of  applications 
for  the  tenancy  of  one  of  our  new  bungalows,  and  he  hoped  in  his  heart  that  he  would  be  one  of  the  lucky 
twenty.  Eventually  we  did  grant  him  a  tenancy  and  he  and  his  wife  moved  in.  The  remarkable  change  in 
his  general  appearance  was  most  rewarding  and  it  was  not  long  before  he  was  able  to  out  for  short  walks. 

This  indeed  is  surely  the  most  rewarding  of  all  housing  work  ;  to  be  on  the  inside  of  housing  allocation  ; 
to  rap  the  front  door  and  to  tell  the  housewife  who  is  keeping  a  home  running  under  unsatisfactory  conditions 
in  an  unfit  house,  or  the  wife  living  in  rooms  who  previously  has  had  no  proper  home  of  her  own,  that  they 
are  shortly  to  be  moving  into  a  modern  house,  and  to  see  their  expressions  of  joy,  is  an  experience  I  have 
had  on  many  occasions. 

There  is  a  tendency  for  one  to  look  at  housing  progress  quite  impassionately,to  view  the  emptysite,the 
houses  under  completion,  and  finally  the  completed  product,  as  quite  a  mechanical  process,  and  to  forget 
that  the  problem  is  concerned  primarily  with  human  beings,  with  the  lives  and  hopes  of  both  the  parents 
and  the  children  dependant  upon  that  essential  factor — a  good  house  in  which  to  live.  I  do  not  think  we 
look  far  enough  ahead  in  our  planning  of  houses.  We  should  try  to  visualise  how  people  will  live  in  the  years 
when  the  loans  we  now  take  out  are  nearly  repaid.  What  facilities  will  the  occupants  want  then  ;  Surely 
the  car,  the  frig.,  the  washer,  the  spin  drier,  or  what  have  you,  will  be  in  nearly  every  home,  just  as  wireless 
is  now.  The  growing  trend  to  reduce  housing  standards  and  sizes  due  to  economic  circumstances  is  extremely 
unfortunate. 

I  think  that  people  are  now  becoming  more  aware  of  the  deficiences  of  some  of  the  old  cottages  in  which 
they  live,  but  still  in  some  cases  habits  die  hard,  and  opposition  is  raised  by  tenants  to  proposed  improvements 
by  owners,  and  not  on  financial  grounds. 

During  1957  I  think  that  more  work  was  carried  out  to  raise  the  standard  of  premises  in  the  district  than 
in  any  other  recent  year,  but  it  is  unfortunate  that  time  is  not  available  to  pursue  a  policy  of  action  under  the 
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Council’s  legal  powers  to  secure  improved  amenities  at  those  many  houses  which  are  only  slightly  above  the 
standard  fixed  for  Clearance. 

The  provision  of  a  hot  water  supply  to  all  Council  owned  dwellings,  constructed  prior  to  the  war,  pro¬ 
ceeded  during  the  year,  and  was  practically  completed  by  December. 

AGED  PERSONS 

Jack  is  78  years  of  age,  living  alone  in  a  small  cottage  which  is  falling  to  pieces  and  is  filthy  ;  unwanted 
by  the  neighbours,  no  relatives  and  little  to  live  for.  These  are  the  conditions  I  found  when  I  visited  him 
following  a  complaint. 

He  had  fleas,  but  could  not  see  how  many,  this  of  course  being  the  grounds  of  the  complaint.  His  diet 
consisted  mainly  of  a  bottle  of  beer  a  day  and  sandwiches  which  he  obtained  from  a  canteen  of  a  factory 
where  he  once  worked.  He  smoked  his  pipe,  had  his  fire,  endeavoured  to  deal  with  his  fleas  with  a  small 
container  of  D.D.T.  powder  aptly  labelled  “Strike  ’em  Stiff”,  and  was  quite  contented. 

An  easy  problem  under  the  law  as  it  stands,  or  so  the  student  would  think  if  answering  an  examination 
question — put  him  in  a  home — there  are  plenty  of  such  places  available  !  Unfortunately,  morally  this  is  not 
the  answer.  He  wouldn’t  go  voluntarily  because  of  the  utter  dread  that  he  would  never  return,  and  weeks 
of  visits  and  persuasion  would  not  make  him  change  his  mind,  and  neither  did  they  improve  his  cleanliness. 
Finally  the  decision  was  taken  that  he  would  have  to  go  away  for  a  period  of  three  weeks,  as  laid  down. 
He  didn’t  really  believe  that  we  had  arrived  to  take  him  away,  that  we  really  wanted  to  part  him  from  his 
comfortable  fire  and  chair,  but  he  went  under  protest,  and  the  warrant  from  a  Justice  of  of  the  Peace. 

Three  weeks  later  he  returned,  the  house  had  been  redecorated,  all  the  junk  removed,  unsatisfactory 
bedding  destroyed  and  the  necessary  replacements  provided.  His  outlook  on  life  has  now  greatly  improved. 
He  tries  to  keep  his  home  tidy  and  has  a  home  help  twice  a  week  to  help  him  to  do  it.  Old  age  is  indeed 
tragic  when  such  deterioration  happens  to  a  man.  This  story  has  had  a  happier  ending  than  several  with 
which  I  have  had  experience,  but  I  think  in  every  case  the  lack  of  a  close  relative  has  been  the  crux  of  the 
problem. 

REFUSE  COLLECTION 

I  read  reports  from  various  authorities  of  refuse  collection  services  which  are  not  run  on  a  weekly  basis, 
and  then  1  read  the  complaints  that  have  come  in  over  the  telephone  if  we  get  delays  in  out  own  service,  and 
I  wonder  “Are  the  housewives  in  the  other  districts  making  more  satisfactory  use  of  their  dustbins  ?”  Many 
of  the  bins  in  this  area  are  bulging  over  the  top  after  seven  days.  The  rapid  increase  in  the  container  trade, 
is,  I  am  sure,  responsible  for  many  of  the  difficulties.  If  the  housewife  would  only  burn  her  paper  etc.  how 
much  easier  refuse  collection  and  disposal  would  be. 

During  the  year  two  fires  were  lit  by  children  on  the  refuse  tip  and  had  to  be  dug  out  to  extinguish  them. 
This  is  an  annual  problem  during  the  dry  hot  weather  and  until  mechanical  handling  methods  are  available 
will  constantly  be  with  us. 

Sometimes  I  am  asked  why  the  Council  do  not  undertake  salvage  collection  to  reduce  the  amount  of 
combustible  material  on  the  tip.  I  am  quite  sure  that  salvage  collection  cannot  be  an  economic  proposition 
in  smaller  authorities  with  labour  costs  being  as  high  as  they  are,  and  until  that  position  is  improved,  could 
not  recommend  the  Council  to  undertake  its  collection. 

NIGHT  SOIL  COLLECTION 

During  the  year  89  insanitary  closets  were  abolished,  due  to  the  slum  clearance  programme  and 
financial  assistance  from  the  Council.  The  amount  included  in  estimates  by  the  Council  for  the  year  was 
doubled  compared  with  previous  years,  and  all  the  grants  were  not  paid  during  the  financial  year  in  which 
the  work  was  carried  out.  Although  the  actual  work  carried  out  by  the  cesspool  emptier  has  not  yet  decreased 
to  any  extent,  the  slow  progress  made  will  surely  have  a  cumulative  effect  in  a  year  or  so. 

CLEAN  AIR 

During  the  year  a  petition  was  received  from  the  residents  in  Frame  Lane  complaining  of  the  emission  of 
of  smoke  and  fumes  from  the  pipe  works  adjoining. 

The  co-operation  by  the  firm  concerned  was  extremely  gratifying.  They  submitted  plans  for  a  new' 
100ft.  chimney  to  which  the  existing  kilns  were  to  be  connected  and  for  the  replacement  of  old  inefficient 
kilns.  The  work  was  commenced  shortly  afterwards  and  is  now  well  advanced.  In  addition  they  installed 
underfeed  stokers  to  improve  combustion  conditions  in  the  kilns.  The  emissions  were  thus  greatly  reduced 
at  ground  level,  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  petitioners. 
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It  was  interesting  to  find  during  the  course  of  enquiry  into  possible  remedies  for  the  trouble  how  little 
technical  information  is  available  on  this  process  and  how  little  progress  had  been  made,  generally  speaking, 
in  the  method  of  burning  sanitary  pipes. 

SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 

During  the  year  complaints  were  received  from  the  River  Board  and  an  adjoining  authority  regarding  the 
state  of  the  effluent  discharged  from  the  main  sewage  disposal  works.  Due  to  the  reduced  flow  during  the 
dry  weather  in  the  stream  into  which  the  effluent  is  discharged,  the  ditch  tended  to  become  septic  and  when 
in  addition,  the  discharge  of  sewage  into  the  same  ditch  from  properties  in  the  area  adjoining  was  added  to 
the  flow,  then  the  conditions  in  the  ditch  gave  real  cause  for  concern.  Undoubtedly,  discharging  the  cesspool 
emptier  into  the  sewers  does  aggravate  the  problem,  and  the  eventual  removal  of  this  discharge  will  reduce 
the  cause  for  complaint. 

FOOD 

Progress  was  made  during  the  year  by  the  provision  of  improved  facilities  at  several  premises,  but 
pressure  of  other  business  does  preclude  the  time  being  spent  on  this  essential  part  of  the  public  health  field 
which  should  be. 

CARAVANS 

There  are  10  caravans  licenced  in  the  district,  and  one  wonderswhether,nowthattheclearance  of  dwellings 
has  commenced,  the  continued  use  of  caravans  for  dwelling  accommodation  can  be  accepted. 

STAFF 

My  report  would  not  be  complete  without  a  reference  being  made  to  Mrs.  B.  Morris,  assistant  in  the 
department,  who  undertakes  all  the  clerical  work  involved,  and  also  many  other  duties  which  enable  the 
pace  of  progress  to  be  maintained  at  a  higher  rate  than  would  be  possible  by  myself  alone.

HOUSING 

During  the  part  year  some  progress  has  been  made  in  the  demolition  of  unfit  houses,  nine  houses  being 
demolished  of  the  eleven  scheduled,  and  in  addition  four  closing  orders  have  been  made.  The  years  building 
programme  is  made  up  as  follows.  The  Local  Authority  have  completed  nine  houses  with  tenders  for  twenty 
three  accepted,  on  which  work  will  commence  early  in  the  year.  Fourteen  private  houses  have  been  completed 
during  the  year,  with  a  further  twenty-one  under  construction.  Three  applications  were  received  during  the 
the  year  for  improvement  grant,  two  were  approved  and  one  rejected. 

Considerable  thought  has  been  given  by  my  Authority  during  the  year  with  regard  to  the  provision  of 
accommodation  for  Old  People,  it  is  hoped  to  acquire  suitable  premises  for  conversion  into  small  units  of 
accommodation,  such  as  bed-sitting  rooms  with  suitable  cooking  and  washing  arrangements.  The  other 
problem  confronting  Housing  Authorities  is  the  under  occupation  of  Council  Houses.  There  are  cases  in 
this  district  of  two  and  three  bedroomed  houses  occupied  by  one  person,  this  is  a  very  difficult  problem  and 
it  would  appear  to  me  that  suitable  accommodation  designed  for  the  occupation  of  couples  and  persons  who 
live  alone  will  have  to  be  provided  before  Housing  Estates  can  be  occupied  to  capacity. 

MEAT  INSPECTION  AND  OTHER  FOODS 

A  total  of  3,144  animals  were  slaughtered  at  the  local  Slaughterhouse  during  the  year  and  a  hundred 
per  cent  inspection  was  maintained  throughout.  In  this  service  we  have  the  full  co-operation  of  the  meat 
traders,  the  quality  of  the  stock  slaughtered  in  the  district  is  of  a  high  standard  and  consists  mainly  of  fat 
stock  in  prime  condition.  In  addition,  routine  inspections  are  carried  out  at  premises  having  their  meat 
slaughtered  outside  the  district. 

In  the  table  set  out  in  the  report  relating  to  meat  inspection  the  various  percentages  are  given.  During 
the  year  1 1  carcases  were  totally  condemned.  Two  carcases  were  condemned  for  advanced  Tuberculosis. 
The  percentage  of  cattle  affected  with  T.B.  was  3.11  %  and  pigs  showed  a  percentage  of  3.15%.  The  per¬ 
centages  for  other  diseases  were  Cattle  30.29%  excluding  cows,  Cows  50%,  Calves  nil,  Sheep  4.41%  and 
Pigs  10.53%.  It  can  be  seen  from  the  above  report,  the  necessity  for  the  inspection  of  the  meat  we  eat. 
The  total  weight  of  meat  condemned  during  the  year  was  two  tons,  seven  cwts.,  25  pounds  and  9  ozs. 

FOOD  PREMISES  AND  FOOD  HYGIENE 

Inspection  of  food  premises  are  carried  out  as  a  routine  measure.  During  the  170  inspections  were  made 
to  shop  premises  and  35  defects  were  remedied.  1 14  inspections  were  made  under  the  Food  Hygiene  Regu¬ 
lations  1955,  there  was  nine  cases  in  which  action  was  necessary.  Many  improvements  have  been  carried 
out  by  trade  during  the  year  and  we  thank  them  for  their  co-operation. 

ICE  CREAM 

The  inspection  of  retail  premises  has  been  carried  out  during  the  year  and  the  sampling  of  ice-cream  has 
been  carried  out  from  time  to  time.  All  samples  proved  to  be  satisfactory. 

FOOD  POISONING 

No  case  of  food  poisoning  were  reported  during  the  year. 
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WATER  SUPPLY 

Some  difficulty  is  still  being  experienced  in  parts  of  the  district  where  pressure  is  very  low,  but  the  quality 
of  the  water  is  highly  satisfactory.  No  progress  appears  to  have  been  made  for  the  erection  of  the  proposed 
water  tower. 


REFUSE  DISPOSAL  AND  COLLECTION 

Refuse  is  still  collected  on  a  weekly  basis  and  disposal  is  by  controlled  tipping.  Some  dislocation  of 
this  service  often  occurs  after  public  holidays,  if  the  district  continues  to  expand  some  consideration  will  have 
to  be  given  to  the  improvement  of  the  collection  service. 


DISINFESTATION  AND  VERMIN  CONTROL 

During  the  year  10  premises  were  treated,  this  does  not  include  Council  undertakings.  The  main  sewers 
and  tips  received  6  treatments  during  the  year.  Three  parcels  of  clothing  were  disinfected,  one  lot  of  bedding 
and  one  house  was  treated  for  bed  bugs  “Not  confirmed.”

Three  visits  were  made  during  the  year  under  the  above  Act  but  no  action  was  necessary. 

FACTORIES 

Routine  inspections  are  carried  out  during  the  year  and  71  inspections  were  made,  seven  defects  found 
and  all  were  remedied  by  verbal  notice.

Many  have  installed  automatic  deodorisation  which  is  very  simple  in  operation  and  is  a  step  in  the  right 
direction  in  obviating  mal-odour  from  their  sanitary  accommodation.  Occasionally  complaints  are  received 
about  excessive  smoke  in  some  of  our  public  houses,  the  public  are  now  more  conscious  about  the  affect 
tobacco  smoke  may  have  on  their  health.  The  remedy  to  my  mind,  is  quite  simple,  controlled  ventilation 
with  good  extraction  fans  I  feel  would  remove  this  nuisance.

WATER  SUPPLY 

The  Council’s  area  of  supply  comprises  the  Urban  District  of  Newport  and  parts  of  the  Parishes  of  Church 
Aston,  Chetwynd  Aston  and  Longford  in  the  Rural  District  of  Wellington.  The  Council  obtain  the  whole 
of  their  supplies  (with  the  exception  of  a  bulk  supply  in  emergency  from  Stafford  Rural  District  Council) 
from  the  Badderley  pumping  station,  comprising  a  shallow  well  and  a  borehole  into  the  Bunter  Standstone. 
The  average  daily  consumption  during  the  year  was  197,000  gallons. 

The  year  commenced  with  a  restricted  water  supply  due  to  a  mechanical  breakdown  which  occurred  at 
the  Pumping  Station  on  the  20th  December,  1956.  The  restrictions  continued  until  17th  January,  1957. 
A  similar  restriction  in  the  water  supply  was  introduced  on  29th  December,  1957,  and  at  the  end  of  the  year 
was  still  in  operation.  This  was  necessary  to  enable  the  installation  of  a  new  submersible  pump.  A  stand-by 
unit  is  to  be  provided. 

Periodical  samples  have  been  taken  for  examination  and  reports  have  been  satisfactory.  The  supply 
is  chlorinated. 


SEWERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 

During  the  year  work  commenced  on  the  provision  of  a  new  foul  sewer  in  Audley  Road,  part  of  Tan 
Bank  and  Water  Lane  and  a  new  surface  water  sewer  from  Audley  Avenue  to  the  Recreation  Ground.  The 
remainder  of  the  scheme,  viz.  the  construction  of  a  new  disposal  works  and  a  new  foul  sewer  from  the  Canal 
Bridge  to  the  works  is  to  be  re-submitted  to  the  Ministry  in  the  near  future. 

REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL 

The  weekly  collection  of  refuse  has  continued  satisfactory.  Routine  rodent  control  was  carried  out 
at  the  tip. 

SALVAGE 

The  collection  of  waste  paper  and  cardboard  from  business  premises  only  was  continued  during  the  year. 
8  tons  16  cwts.  were  sold. 

During  the  year  the  Council  commenced  the  salvage  of  scrap  iron  at  the  tip.  This  has  had  to  be  dis¬ 
continued  until  the  clearance  of  prepared  dumps. 


PUBLIC  CONCENIENCES 

There  are  two  Public  Conveniences  in  Newport — at  Middle  Row  and  Stafford  Street.  As  in  previous 
years  certain  repairs  and  maintenance  were  necessitated  by  damage  and  misuse. 
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COUNCIL  HOUSING 

During  the  year  thirty  five  dwellings  were  completed.  The  number  of  dwellings  owned  by  the  Council 
is  431.  There  were  172  persons  on  the  waiting  list  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

258  dwellings  have  been  erected  by  the  Council  since  1st  April,  1945.  It  is  estimated  that  a  further  266 
dwellings  are  required  in  order  to  replace  houses  scheduled  for  demolition  and  to  meet  general  need. 

PRIVATE  HOUSES 

During  the  year  eight  private  dwellings  were  completed  and  two  were  in  the  course  of  erection.  Forty- 
one  houses  have  been  erected  during  the  period  1st  April,  1945  to  31st  December,  1957. 

No  improvements  grants  have  been  made  by  the  Council  under  the  Housing  Act,  1949 — 54. 

UNFIT  HOUSES 

One  hundred  and  one  houses  are  at  present  scheduled  for  demolition.  Six  unfit  houses  are  occupied 
under  licence.  The  Council  have  under  consideration  housing  schemes  in  connection  with  slum  clearance 
and  it  is  expected  that  a  scheme  will  be  commenced  in  1958. 

Repairs  to  houses  other  than  those  referred  to  above  have  been  negotiated  informally. 

RENT  ACT,  1957 

One  certificate  of  disrepair  was  issued  during  the  year. 

MOVEABLE  DWELLINGS 

Twenty-three  licences  were  issued  during  the  year.  During  inspections  of  the  dwellings  conditions 
have  been  found  to  be  satisfactory.

FOOD  PREMISES 

As  in  previous  years  the  important  work  of  inspecting  food  premises  received  little  attention  due  to  the 
lack  of  time  available.  During  visits  contraventions  of  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations,  1955,  were  noted 
and  informal  negotiations  commenced  for  remedial  action. 

During  the  year  an  outbreak  of  food  poisoning  occurred.  Ten  cases  were  reported — five  persons  were 
confined  to  bed  at  home.  Nobody  was  removed  to  hospital.  . .

DISINFESTATION  AND  VERMIN  CONTROL 

The  system  operated  by  the  North  East  Salop  Joint  Pests  Control  Committee  continued  effectively 
during  the  year  when  182  hours  were  spent  by  the  Rodent  Operatives  at  business  premises,  dwellings  and 
Council  undertakings  in  the  district.  This  included  the  routine  treatments  of  sewers  which  were  completed 
on  two  occasions. 

A  case  of  verminous  clothing  and  bedding  and  an  infestation  by  ants  received  attention. 

MORTUARY 

The  Council  maintain  a  mortuary  which  serves  Newport  and  parts  of  Wellington  Rural  District. 

GENERAL 

Following  the  resignation  of  Mr.  J.  R.  Pye  of  the  Public  Health  and  Surveyors  Department,  the  Council 
agreed  to  appoint  a  qualified  Public  Health  Inspector  on  the  Special  Grade.  No  applications  were  received 
before  the  closing  date  advertised.  Other  Authorities  have  experienced  similar  difficulties  when  advertising 
on  this  grade  and  judging  by  the  number  of  newly  qualified  Officers  in  the  past  few  years,  it  appears  certain 
that  the  considerable  shortage  will  continue  until  the  post  becomes  more  attractive.  This  is  indeed  very 
unsatisfactory  from  the  Public  Health  aspect.

SALVAGE 

A  regular  collection  of  salvage  continues  to  be  made  at  the  minimum  cost  by  collecting  the  salvage  in 
trailers  towed  behind  refuse  collection  vehicles.  Paper  is  stored  and  baled  by  a  modern  electric  baler,  capable 
of  dealing  with  about  one  ton  of  baled  paper  per  day.  The  shed  is  a  concrete  building  built  for  the  purpose 
and  paid  for  together  with  the  baler  out  of  the  sales  receipts. 

It  is  pleasing  to  note  an  increase  in  the  amounts  collected  of  paper  by  36%  and  tins  by  16%  over  the 
previous  year,  whilst  total  sales  have  risen  by  37%.  To  obtain  progress  entails  willing  co-operation  of  both 
man  and  staff.

REFUSE  COLLECTION 

During  the  year  consideration  of  the  methods  of  refuse  collection  was  given.  By  re-organisation  and  a 
bonus  incentive  it  was  possible  to  use  one  waggon  less  with  a  saving  of  two  men,  which  was  accomplished 
through  normal  retirement  of  the  men  concerned. 

This  phase  of  the  Health  Department’s  work  carried  on  with  a  general  satisfaction  to  the  ratepayers  and 
and  with  a  singular  lack  of  complaint. 

Whilst  this  happy  position  exists,  it  is  not  the  policy  to  be  satisfied,  but  to  maintain  a  healthy  progress. 
It  is  anticipated  that  one  of  the  vehicles  will  be  replaced  by  the  most  modern  type,  thus  allowing  the  depart¬ 
ment  to  cope  with  increased  work  born  as  the  result  of  a  progressive  housing  policy.

As  in  all  other  work 
of  the  Department  a  strong  team  spirit  pervades.  Requests  for  assistance  from  the  ratepayers  are  dealt  with 
in  an  expeditious  and  courteous  manner.

147  Houses 
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Four  small  Clearance  Areas  involving  some  21  houses  were  represented  during  the  year,  confirmation 
of  the  Orders  sought  are  still  awaited.  With  the  building  of  houses  on  the  Ketley  Bank  Site  the  emphasis 
has  been  on  consolidating  the  position  by  rehousing  the  tenants  and  demolition  of  the  houses  in  confirmed 
Clearance  Orders.  Due  regard  is  paid  to  the  wishes  of  tenants  who  desire  to  remain  in  familiar  surroundings, 
in  this  connection  tenancy  exchanges  are  arranged  with  persons  on  existing  estates  who  desire  for  varying 
reasons  to  move  to  a  new  site,  thus  allowing  the  rehousing  of  tenants  from  Clearance  Areas  in  a  cheaper 
rented  house  in  proximity  to  their  existing  houses. 

INDIVIDUAL  UNFITS 

Demolition  orders  are  operative  in  connection  with  57  other  dwellings. 

CARAVANS 

There  are  three  licensed  sites  permitting  18  caravans,  and  22  individual  caravans  are  licensed  in  the 
district.  An  attempt  to  raise  the  standards  of  all  sites  is  being  made.  Frequently  one  finds  that  in  des¬ 
peration  young  couples  seek  to  live  in  a  caravan  in  preference  to  rooms,  a  very  laudable  view,  some  reluct¬ 
ance  is  sometimes  met  when  primary  essentials  of  drainage  and  water  is  required.  Perhaps  this  is  under¬ 
standable  when  such  mode  of  life  is  looked  upon  purely  as  an  interim  which  is  forced  upon  them  by  circum¬ 
stances.  A  reasonable  standard  is  required  before  the  granting  of  a  licence. 

FOOD  PREMISES 

Considerable  time  and  effort  is  expended  on  the  attainment  of  an  acceptable  standard  of  hygiene  in  all 
food,  premises,  reconstruction  of  shops  has  been  undertaken  in  several  instances.  It  is  interesting  to  note 
that  on  the  conclusion  of  work  of  this  nature,  it  appears  that  their  is  an  increased  patronage,  unquestionably 
the  shopping  public  are  becoming  more  hygiene  minded  and  are  demanding  a  higher  standard  of  service. 

DISPOSAL  OF  FOOD 

Rejected  food  is  destroyed  under  the  supervision  of  your  Officers  in  the  Department. 

PUBLIC  HOUSES 

As  the  result  of  action  by  your  officers,  several  improvements  have  been  carried  out  in  licensed  premises, 
whilst  routine  visits  are  carried  out.  Helpful  co-operation  on  the  part  of  owners  and  managers  is  met  with 
and  much  appreciated. 

FOOD  POISONING 

No  cases  of  food  poisoning  were  notified  during  the  year. 

MILK 

In  one  instance  it  was  found  that  milk  from  a  herd  produced  Tubercule  Bac.,  on  examination.  It  was  not 
found  necessary  to  serve  a  notice  requiring  heat  treatment  because  the  milk  was  being  dealt  with.  The 
offending  animal  was  located,  removed  from  the  herd  and  slaughtered. 

ADMINISTRATION 

The  Department  works  as  a  team  and  the  relationship  with  the  outside  staff  is  cordially  pleasant.  With¬ 
out  this  spirit  it  would  not  be  possible  to  accomplish  the  amount  of  work  which  has  to  be  undertaken.  Our 
thanks  are  due  to  the  Medical  Officer,  Dr.  Stewart  for  his  unfailing  courtesy  and  cordiality.

FOOD  HYGIENE  AND  HEALTH  EDUCATION 

This  year  there  seem  to  have  been  more  complaints  from  the  public  about  food  shops.  Cases  in  point 
have  been  complaints  about  dirty  nails,  dirty  overalls,  thumb  licking  and  blowing  into  paper  bags. 

When  I  buy  cakes  in  town,  unless  the  cakes  are  in  paper  cases,  the  assistant  always  uses  cake  tongs,  but 
I  know  well  that  in  some  shops  the  tongs  are  used  only  for  “fussy”  customers.  I  recently  bought  some 
cakes  in  a  shop  in  another  town,  and  when  I  asked  the  assistant  to  use  cake  tongs  there  was  some  hectic 
scurrying  before  the  tongs  were  found,  and  then  they  had  to  be  taken  off  to  be  rinsed  under  a  distant  tap. 
In  another  shop  in  that  town,  the  assistant  told  me  bluntly  that  they  did  not  use  cake  tongs.  At  least,  in 
Wellington,  it  can  be  said  that  in  all  shops  they  have  a  sensitive  conscience  about  the  need  for  cake  tongs. 

As  I  said  in  a  letter  to  the  Secretary  of  the  local  Standing  Conference  of  Women,  it  is  difficult  for  the 
Public  Health  Inspector  to  impart  much  enthusiasm  to  shop  assistants  about  the  use  of  tongs  when  the 
shopping  public  accepts  fingered  cakes  as  a  matter  of  course. 

Cooked  meat  is,  of  course,  the  food  which  needs  the  most  careful  handling  of  all,  and  what  can  be  said 
of  cakes  must  also  be  said  of  cooked  meats. 

It  is  not  long  since  I  went  into  a  shop  and  discovered  an  assistant  standing  on  a  table  in  order  to  reach 
something,  his  boots  next  to  the  cooked  meats. 

This  is  an  example  of  carelessness  which  is  dangerous  in  a  food  shop. 

This  year,  as  compared  with  last  year,  the  number  of  visits  to  food  premises  has  been  doubled.  This 
has  been  possible  because  last  year  so  much  time  had  to  be  spent  in  preparing  two  large  housing  clearance 
schemes.  Many  improvements  have  been  carried  out  and  more  have  been  asked  for,  in  all  types  of  food 
premises,  ranging  from  public  houses  to  school  kitchens.  The  improvements  which  have  featured  most 
prominently  in  our  requirements  are  those  relating  to  working  surfaces,  refrigeration,  improved  storage  for 
bacon,  ventilation,  and  washing  facilities  with  hot  water  supply.  A  new  ventilation  system  has  been  installed 
in  one  kitchen  at  a  cost  of  £430. 

No  prosecutions  were  taken  under  the  Council’s  Food  Byelaws  or  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations. 

Several  talks  on  Food  Hygiene  have  been  given  to  schools  and  clubs.  For  use  in  this  work  we  now  have 
a  useful  collection  of  film  strips,  photographs,  flannelgraphs  and  other  aids. 

MEAT  INSPECTION  AND  SLAUGHTERHOUSES 

All  the  meat  slaughtered  in  the  district  is  inspected  at  the  slaughterhouses.  The  percentage  of  pig 
carcases  affected  with  tuberculosis  continues  to  fall.  The  number  of  carcases  affected  with  the  cystic  stage 
of  the  tape  worm  (Taenia  Saginata)  shows  an  increase  on  last  year. 

A  table  showing  the  figures  relating  to  the  year’s  slaughtering  and  meat  inspection  is  given  at  the  end  of 
this  report.

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The  Council  has  adopted  new  Byelaws  relating  to  the  sanitary  conditions  and  management  of  Private 
Slaughterhouses.  These  were  recommended  to  Local  Authorities  by  the  Ministry  as  an  interim  measure 
until  comprehensive  Regulations  relating  to  slaughterhouses  could  be  introduced.  The  minimum  standards 
which  the  Ministry  are  recommending,  but  which  Parliament  has  not  yet  been  asked  to  approve,  were  pub¬ 
lished  during  the  year  for  the  guidance  of  those  who  are  responsible  for  slaughterhouses  and  where  improve¬ 
ments  are  being  carried  out. 

This  is  particularly  helpful  to  us  in  this  district  where  it  has  been  necessary  to  plan  for  improvements 
to  be  carried  out  at  one  slaughterhouse  before  the  Regulations  come  into  operation. 

Officials  of  the  Council  visited  the  Ministry  early  in  the  year,  in  order  to  set  out  the  Council’s  case  that 
there  is  a  need  for  an  abattoir  in  Wellington.  The  opportunity  was  taken  to  discuss  with  the  officials  of  the 
Ministry  the  outline  plan  of  the  proposed  abattoir. 


MILK  AND  DAIRIES 

The  inclusion  of  Wellington  in  a  ‘Specified  Area’  (where  only  pasteurised  and  tuberculin  tested  milk  may 
be  sold)  merely  confirmed  the  present  practice.  The  trade  had  been  expecting  this  development  for  some  time 
and  had  made  arrangements  accordingly.  I  should  like  to  be  able  to  say  that  the  whole  of  the  milk  supply 
to  the  town  has  been  pasteurised.  This  was  the  case  for  a  short  period,  but  two  or  three  small  supplies  of 
T.T.  “Channel  Island’’  milk  are  now  being  retailed  in  the  district  and  this  milk  has  not  had  the  additional 
safeguard  of  heat  treatment. 

A  housewife  brought  a  bottle  of  milk  into  the  office  which  she  said  had  made  her  baby  sick  and  “made 
drop  scones  stick  to  the  pan.”  This  was  passed  on  to  the  Food  and  Drugs  Authority  who  obtained  a  report 
from  the  public  analyst,  which  showed  the  milk  to  be  contaminated  with  hypochlorite.  Hypochlorite  is  used 
in  the  bottle  washing  plant  at  the  dairy,  but  how  the  milk  in  this  particular  bottle  came  to  be  contaminated 
is  a  mystery.  The  county  Officers  examined  the  plant  thoroughly,  but  without  throwing  any  light  on  the 
matter.  As  a  result  of  this  case,  all  samples  of  this  supply  which  are  sent  to  the  public  analyst  by  the  county 
officers  will  be  examined  for  the  presence  of  hypochlorite. 

WATER  SUPPLIES 

The  water  supply  to  the  town  is  chlorinated  at  source  and  regular  sampling  has  shown  it  to  be  highly 
satisfactory.  The  purity  of  the  water  before  chlorination,  however,  has  deteriorated  further  during  the  year. 
The  efficiency  of  the  filters  of  the  Wrekin  has  not  been  satisfactory  for  some  time,  and  in  view  of  this  latest 
trend,  the  Council  asked  the  Water  Board  to  discontinue  the  use  of  the  Wrekin  supply.  The  supply  is  still 
in  use,  but  the  Board  are  considering  replacing  the  Wrekin  supply  by  sinking  another  borehole  at  Woodfield. 

No  difficulties  have  arisen  during  the  year  with  respect  to  the  quantity  of  water  available  in  the  area. 
At  the  end  of  September,  1957,  the  East  Shropshire  Water  Board,  through  its  Superintendent  Engineer,  took 
over  Wellington  and  the  surrounding  area  which  had  been  supervised  on  behalf  of  the  Board,  until  this  date, 
by  the  Engineer  and  Surveyor  to  the  Wellington  Council. 

SWIMMING  BATHS 

At  the  Council  owned  swimming  bath,  and,  with  the  co-operation  of  the  owners,  at  the  two  private  school 
swimming  baths  an  independant  check  is  kept  on  the  efficiency  of  the  arrangements  for  the  purification  of 
water.  This  is  done  by  chemical  tests  for  free  chlorine  and  by  taking  samples  of  the  bath  water  for  bacterio¬ 
logical  examination. 

PUBLIC  LAVATORIES 

Walker  Street  is  now  to  be  the  site  of  the  Council’s  new  Public  Conveniences.  Until  they  can  be  built 
the  town  will  continue  to  be  served  by  public  conveniences  which  are  without  washing  facilities. 

REFUSE  COLLECTION 

For  the  present,  the  charge  for  Council  dustbins  is  to  remain  at  5/-  per  annum  in  Wellington.  By 
regulation  the  charge  could  have  been  increased  to  7/6d.,  but  the  Council  was  anxious  that  the  scheme  should 
be  as  attractive  as  possible. 
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Refuse  collection  h:.s  proceeded  satisfactorily  throughout  the  year.  This  service  is  under  the  direction 
of  the  Council’s  Engineer  and  Surveyor.  The  method  of  disposal  is  by  controlled  tipping.  Bottles  and 
tins  are  now  being  removed  from  the  rufuse  and  sold. 

SEWERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 

Since  the  completion  of  the  Eastern  Relief  Sewer,  flooding  is  no  longer  experienced  in  the  vicinity  of 
Watling  Street,  Haybridge  Road  and  Urban  Gardens.  It  is  also  possible  to  convert  those  houses  in  Haybridge 
Road  which  are  at  present  being  served  by  chemical  closets. 

The  Engineer  and  Surveyor  reports  that,  in  addition  to  the  Eastern  Relief  sewers,  further  extensions  to 
the  Sewage  Disposal  Works  were  virtually  completed,  with  the  exception  of  the  irrigation  area. 

Sampling  of  the  effluent  has  shown  a  marked  improvement,  although  two  of  the  samples  taken,  whilst 
satisfactory  by  Royal  Commission  standards,  did  not  comply  with  the  high  standards  set  by  the  Severn  River 
Board.  It  is  hoped  that  during  1958  this  position  will  be  remedied. 

RODENT  CONTROL 

Improved  methods  of  rodent  control  are  constantly  being  tried.  Although  it  is  true  that  rats  are  much 
less  in  evidence  in  the  town  than  they  used  to  be,  nevertheless  it  would  take  but  a  short  period  of  neglect  for 
the  position  to  revert  to  what  it  once  was. 

In  October  parts  of  the  sewers  which  have  always  been  rat  infested,  that  is  those  in  the  town  centre, 
showed  signs  of  being  more  free  of  rats  than  on  previous  occasions  when  sewer  treatments  have  been  carried 
out.  It  remains  to  be  seen  whether  this  is  a  result  of  an  improved  baiting  technique  which  has  been  used. 

The  table  given  below  shows  the  work  which  has  been  carried  out  in  this  district.  The  Joint  Scheme  with 
four  other  districts  employs  three  men  and  is  operated  from  this  office.

HOUSING 

During  1957  the  Park  Walls  Housing  Estate  was  completed,  together  with  six  buildings  in  King  Street, 
the  block  of  21  flats  at  Arleston  and  two  houses  in  Windsor  Road.  48  dwellings  on  the  Slang  Lane  Estate  were 
commenced  and  these  include  the  first  block  of  twelve  flats  comprising  single  bedroom  dwellings  which  can 
be  let  to  single  persons. 

Approval  was  also  obtained  for  the  erection  of  a  further  block  of  18  single  persons’  flats  in  Plough  Road 
adjoining  Portway  House.  Portway  House  itself  was  converted  into  nine  bed-sitting  rooms  for  elderly  ladies 
and  a  self-contained  flat  for  a  warden  to  live  on  the  premises.  At  the  end  of  the  year  the  Council  agreed  to 
purchase  another  large  house  which  will  be  converted  in  a  similar  way. 

A  delay  in  receiving  the  Minister’s  decision  on  the  King  Street  and  High  Street  Compulsory  Purchase 
Orders,  together  with  the  delay  in  obtaining  other  sites,  prevented  the  commencement  of  further  dwellings 
during  the  year  and,  by  the  time  sites  could  be  made  available,  the  interest  rates  had  advanced  to  such  an 
extent  that  the  Council  placed  an  embargo  on  the  commencement  of  dwellings  for  six  months,  or  until  such 
time  as  the  interest  rates  were  reduced,  whichever  proved  to  be  the  earlier.  The  allocation  of  houses  given 
by  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  for  1958  is  so  small  that  it  appears  that  at  the  present  time 
only  the  27  dwellings  on  the  King  Street  Compulsory  Purchase  Order  Site  are  likely  to  be  commenced  during 
1958. 

It  is  unlikely  that  in  these  circumstances  anything  further  will  be  done  in  the  way  of  slum  clearance  in 
the  next  twelve  months. 

In  the  letting  of  new  houses  the  Housing  Committee  have  had  to  give  priority  to  the  re-housing  of  families 
from  houses  which,  when  demolished,  will  free  land  for  future  development. 

The  main  defect  in  the  twenty-two  temporary  bungalows  in  Woollam  Road,  which  belong  to  the  Air 
Ministry,  is  dampness.  This  is  due  to  lack  of  adequate  insulation  and  of  ventilation  and  some  disrepair.  I 
reported  these  conditions  to  the  Public  Health  Committee  in  April  of  this  year  and  the  Ministry  has  now  been 
asked  to  close  these  houses  as  they  become  vacant. 
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Although  they  are  classed  as  sub-standard  these  Air  Ministry  houses  have  a  hot  water  system  and  a 
bathroom.  What  about  the  houses  which  have  not  got  these  facilities  ?  The  day  will  surely  come  when  a 
house  will  be  considered  unfit  if  it  is  without  them.  As  building  costs  rise  the  need  to  improve  many  of  our 
existing  houses  also  increases.  Very  little  progress  was  made  in  this  field  during  the  year.  Although  the 
Council  commenced  the  improvement  of  38  of  their  own  pre-war  houses,  only  seven  Improvement  Grants 
for  privately  owned  houses  were  granted. 

Arrears  of  rent  are  very  often  only  one  symptom  of  a  family’s  difficulties  and  threats  of  eviction  are  not 
necessarily  the  best  method  of  dealing  with  them.  The  Housing  Committee  has  therefore  invited  represent¬ 
atives  from  all  the  various  departments  and  services  concerned  to  serve  on  a  sub-committee  to  advise  on 
individual  unsatisfactory  families. 

No  action  has  been  necessary  under  the  National  Assistance  Act  during  the  year. 

MOVEABLE  DWELLINGS 

Caravans  used  as  permanent  dwellings  in  urban  areas  should  have  permanent  sanitary  arrangements  as 
far  as  possible.  The  provision  of  drainage,  water  closet  and  water  supply  has  been  a  condition  of  the  dozen 
or  so  caravan  licenses  issued  in  this  district  during  the  year. 

SCHOOLS 

The  four  private  schools  and  colleges  and  the  County  Schools  were  inspected  and  reported  on  during  the 
year.  This  is  the  first  time  that  a  complete  inspection  of  the  Private  Schools  has  been  made.  My  recom¬ 
mendations  have  been  accepted  by  the  school  authorities.  Copies  of  my  Report  on  the  County  schools 
have  been  sent  to  that  authority  with  a  resolution  from  the  Public  Health  Committee  drawing  particular 
attention  to  the  inadequacies  of  sanitary  accommodation  at  two  of  the  schools. 

PLACES  OF  ENTERTAINMENT 

Unless  improvements  are  made  in  the  case  of  one  of  the  places  of  entertainment  in  the  town,  the  manage¬ 
ment  has  been  told  that  it  will  not  be  possible  to  give  a  satisfactory  report  to  the  County  Council  when  annual 
licensing  is  being  considered. 

SMOKE 

Several  of  the  factory  chimneys  in  the  town  have  been  the  cause  of  complaint,  and  for  the  greater  part 
of  the  year  at  each  Public  Health  Committee  meeting,  there  has  been  a  report  on  the  progress  towards  improve¬ 
ment  at  each  of  the  factories  concerned.  At  the  end  of  the  year  the  difficulties  had  been  overcome  to  some 
extent,  but  new  plant  will  be  required  in  at  least  three  instances. 

Smoke  from  the  Railway’s  Engine  Shed,  which  is  situated  in  a  low  lying  position  in  the  town  centre  has 
also  been  the  subject  of  complaint.  The  nuisance  arises  when  engine  boiler  fires  are  being  lit.  Until  British 
Railways  are  able  to  use  diedel  engines  at  Wellington  Depot  the  nuisance  is  likely  to  continue,  but,  in  the 
meanwhile,  in  order  to  keep  the  smoke  to  a  minimum,  the  Railway  authorities  have  agreed  to  allocate  only 
Grade  1  Welsh  coal  to  the  Wellington  Depot. 

Whether  or  not  to  make  a  Smoke  Control  Area  of  the  new  housing  project  at  Dothill  Park  was  what  the 
Public  Health  Committee  was  considering  at  the  end  of  the  year.  The  proposed  area  of  Dothill  Park  and 
adjacent  land  would  ultimately  include  some  1,200  houses. 

Most  of  these  houses  will  be  built  with  the  smokeless  area  in  mind,  and  they  could  quite  well  incorporate 
the  electric  under-floor  heating  which  the  Council  have  already  adopted  for  use  in  blocks  of  flats. 

If  this  Smokeless  Area  gains  eventual  approval,  it  will  be  very  pleasant  to  live  at  Dothill  Park.

WATER  SUPPLIES 

This  service  has  been  extended  during  the  year  to  Adderley,  Shavington  and  Spoonley  from  the  Calverhall 
Pumping  Station,  and  a  6  inch  rising  main  has  also  been  laid  from  the  pumping  station  to  the  Reservoir  at 
Ightfield.  Work  is  in  progress  on  the  erection  of  pumphouse.  Work  is  also  in  progress  to  install  a  new 
submersible  pump  in  the  small  borehole  at  Hodnet. 

The  rising  main  from  Marchamley  to  Wollerton  via  Marchamley  Wood  has  also  been  approved  and 
work  had  commenced  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

The  first  water  scheme  carried  out  by  the  Rural  Council  was  completed  in  1934,  embracing  the  Village 
of  Woore,  followed  by  Hodnet  in  1935,  Norton-in-Hales  1936  and  Ightfield  in  1938.  Since  these  very  early 
beginnings,  extensions  and  additions  have  taken  place,  bringing  the  capital  expenditure  at  the  end  of  1957  to 
£102,552.  The  progress  made  can  be  summarised  by  giving  the  lengths  of  water  mains  owned  by  the  Rural 
Council.

The  adverse  sample  was  caused  by  the  removal  of  pump  from  bore.  Later  sample  was  highly  satisfactory. 

43  samples  were  taken  from  private  wells,  7  were  satisfactory  and  36  were  unsatisfactory.  31  of  these 
unsatisfactory  samples  were  taken  on  the  route  of  the  Marchamley — Wollerton  ring  main,  to  show  the 
necessity  of  a  piped  supply.  These  facts,  submitted  to  the  Ministry,  resulted  in  the  approval  of  the  laying  of 
the  Ring  water  main  at  an  estimated  cost  of  £14,000. 


HOUSING  ACT,  1949,  AND  HOUSING  REPAIRS  AND  RENT  ACT,  1955 

Progress  continues  under  the  above  acts,  although  there  was  a  reduction  in  the  number  of  applications 
during  the  year.  Twenty  applications  have  been  received  against  twenty-five  in  1956. 

Nineteen  houses  have  been  completed  during  the  year. 

Several  of  these  cottages  required  major  reconstruction  to  bring  the  property  up  to  modern  standards 
and  practically  the  whole  of  the  applications  were  in  respect  of  farm  cottages  in  isolated  areas. 

A  total  of  eighty-eight  houses  have  now  been  brought  up  to  a  high  standard  under  this  act. 

The  total  cost  of  improvements  and  repairs  is  £16,419  14s.  Od.  actual  cost  of  improvement  is  £15,312 
19s.  lid.  and  the  amount  of  grants  paid  is  £5,958  Os.  Od.  equal  to  £313  11s.  7d.  per  house. 

The  average  cost  of  improvement  per  house  completed  is  £805  18s.  lOd.  and  the  average  cost  of 
improvements  and  repairs  is  equal  to  £864  3s.  lOd.  per  house. 

The  high  average  cost  per  house  of  improvements  is  accounted  for  that  in  five  cases,  the  cost  was  over 
£1,000  per  house. 

Amount  of  grant  paid  by  the  Council  stated  as  a  percentage  is  36.28  of  the  total  cost.

Housing  Register.  Applications  numbered  144  during  the  year.  However,  only  102  were  on  the  regi¬ 
ster  at  the  end  of  the  year.  19  of  these  were  existing  tenants  requiring  transfers  to  other  Council  Housing 
Sites  in  the  Rural  Area. 

Future  Development.  St.  Michael's  Way,  Childs  Ercall.  14  houses  are  in  course  of  erection  at  this 
site  to  replace  temporary  buildings  taken  over  by  the  Council  in  1950. 

Marchamley  Site.  Plans  have  been  submitted  for  the  erection  of  8  houses  at  Marchamley  for  slum 
clearance.  This  will  also  provide  for  the  installation  of  modern  drainage  to  the  existing  8  council  houses 
adjoining.  A  sewage  disposal  plant  will  be  constructed  to  deal  with  both  sites. 

Hinstock  Hall  Site.  Consideration  of  this  development  has  been  in  discussion  for  some  time,  and  subject 
to  the  Ministers  approval,  it  is  proposed  to  provide  6  bungalows  and  14  houses. 

The  water  supply  is  from  springs  and  reservoir  and  duplicate  pumping  system  with  8,000  gallon  tank  on 
a  tower. 

Temporary  Housing — Manor  Fields,  Childs  Ercall.  Work  is  in  progress  on  the  erection  of  14  houses 
on  this  site.  The  flat-roofed  dwellings  are  to  be  demolished  and  the  tenants  rehoused. 

External  Painting.  66  Council  houses  have  been  painted  externally  during  the  year. 

Cooking  Grate  Replacement.  29  obsolete  grates  have  been  replaced  during  the  year.  All  the  pre-1939 
Council  houses  now  have  modern  grates. 

General  Repairs  and  Maintenance.  This  work  is  carried  out  by  the  Council’s  own  staff  who  have  also 
converted  8  houses  to  the  water  carriage  system  during  the  year. 
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Private  Houses.  14  new  houses  have  been  built  during  1957. 

Electricity.  The  Midlands  Electricity  Board  continue  to  extend  their  services  in  the  area. 

Houses  demolished.  11  houses  have  been  demolished  during  the  year,  2  in  Sutton-on-Tern  Parish, 
1  in  Hodnet,  4  in  Woore,  1  in  Adderley  and  3  in  Moreton  Saye. 

Slum  Clearance.  9  flat  roof  dwellings  at  Manor  Fields,  Childs  Ercall  will  be  demolished  in  the  coming 
year.  Construction  of  14  houses  is  in  progress  which  will  enable  a  further  5  houses  to  be  demolished  on 
this  site. 

14  houses  and  6  bungalows  also  intended  for  slum  clearance  are  under  consideration  for  submission  to 
the  Ministry. 

Overcrowding.  3  cases  are  recorded  in  the  district. 

SEWERS  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 

There  are  ten  sewage  works  in  the  district  serving  villages  and  housing  sites  under  control  of  the  Council, 
and  406  houses  are  connected  to  these  works.  A  private  "disposal  works  also  deals  with  23  houses.  There 
are  also  773  houses  with  water  closet  facilities,  leaving  approximately  1,375  houses  still  with  dry  sanitation. 

Three  samples  of  effluent  from  the  Hodnet  works  resulted  in  2  satisfactory  and  1  unsatisfactory. 

Cheswardine.  Progress  has  been  made  and  the  proposals  for  new  disposal  works  are  being  submitted 
to  tender,  and  subject  to  the  Ministry’s  approval,  should  be  completed  during  1958. 

REFUSE  COLLECTION 

This  valued  service  is  gradually  extending  to  the  outlying  properties  and  the  mileage  is  now  approximately 
412  miles  to  cover  the  whole  district.  A  driver  and  three  loaders  are  employed  and  intervals  between  collection 
is  approximately  16  days,  increasing  to  18  days  during  holiday  periods. 

The  five  tips  are  kept  in  a  satisfactory  condition. 

MILK  AND  DAIRIES  REGULATIONS,  1949 

3  notices  were  in  operation  at  the  commencement  of  the  year,  and  continued  for  some  months  during 
which  time  the  milk  was  heat  treated. 

Although  there  were  5  cases  of  Tubercular  Bacilli  found  in  milk  samples  during  1957,  the  Ministry’s 
Veterinary  Officers  were  able  to  remove  the  offending  cows,  therefore  regulation  20  did  not  operate. 

The  attested  herd  scheme  and  plan  for  the  eradication  of  Bovine  Tuberculosis  by  areas  has  made  great 
progress,  and  according  to  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  up  to  the  end  of  1957,  nearly  80%  of  the  cattle  were, 
attested,  compared  with  20%  in  1950,  and  it  is  hoped  that  by  the  end  of  1961  Bovine  Tuberculosis  will,  in 
this  country,  for  all  practical  purposes  be  a  thing  of  the  past.  If  this  is  achieved  it  will  be  of  profound 
importance  to  Public  Health,  giving  a  greater  guarantee  of  the  safety  of  our  milk  supplies,  and  the  dangers 
from  diseased  meat  will  be  significantly  lessened. 

ICE  CREAM 

22  premises  are  licensed  for  the  storage  and  sale  of  ice  cream  which  is  all  prepacked.  All  5  samples 
taken  were  in  Grade  I. 

The  manufacturers  of  this  product  have,  with  hygienic  production  and  packing,  brought  this  food  to  a 
high  standard  of  purity. 

FOOD  AND  DRUGS  ACT,  1955— FOOD  HYGIENE  REGULATIONS,  1955 

Section  26(1)  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1955,  provides  that  if  a  registered  Medical  Practitioner  becomes 
aware  that  a  person  he  is  attending  is  suffering  from  food  poisoning,  he  shall  notify  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  for  the  district. 

The  Local  Authority  has  power  under  the  Public  Health  (Infectious  Diseases)  Regulations,  1953,  to 
prevent  the  sale  of  infected  food  and  also  to  require  the  exclusion  from  work  of  food  handlers  who  are 
suffering  from,  or  are  known  carriers  of  certain  food  poisoning  organisms. 
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The  general  standard  of  food  premises  in  the  district  is  good.  The  premises  of  one  sub-standard  shop 
have  been  closed  down  during  the  year.  One  bakery  has  been  brought  up  to  the  standards  of  the  1955  Act, 
and  several  improvements  in  the  Sanitary  Conditions  of  other  food  premises  have  been  carried  out. 

There  are  47  food  premises  in  the  district.  All  the  occupiers  of  food  premises  have  been  provided  with 


printed  abstracts  of  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations.

VERMIN  CONTROL 

Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  Act,  1949.  This  year  has  shown  an  increase  in  the  number  of  infestations 
and  the  individual  infestations  have  invariably  shown  an  increase  in  the  number  of  rats.  The  movement  of 
the  rat  population  has  also  shown  more  activity  than  in  a  normal  year.  Several  areas  were  found  to  be  infested 
within  a  few  days  when  previous  inspections  had  shown  the  area  clear.  Natural  food  supply  no  doubt  has 
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played  its  part  in  this  respect.  Wet  summers  delay  harvesting  and  crops  are  left  out,  which  encourages  the 
rats  to  keep  to  the  hedge  rows  later  in  the  season.  The  absence  of  acorns  has  also  no  doubt  encouraged  the 
migration  over  wide  areas  during  1957. 

However,  all  infestations  were  dealt  with,  and  in  all  cases,  the  treatments  were  very  satisfactory.

PLACES  OF  ENTERTAINMENT 

Provision  of  adequate  facilities  for  entertainment  is  essential  for  the  preservation  of  agricultural  com¬ 
munities  in  the  Rural  village,  and  also  to  retain  the  British  way  of  life.  The  village  halls  here  play  their  part 
and  are  the  meeting  place  for  village  activities  in  the  various  forms  of  Education  and  Entertainment.  The 
catering  at  these  halls  brings  added  responsibilities  to  the  voluntary  organisations,  but  these  are  being 
appreciated  and  the  need  for  general  approvements  in  the  sanitary  conditions  is  being  recognised.  Proposals 
are  under  consideration  for  the  erection  of  a  Youth  Club  room  at  Stoke  Heath.  Grant  aid  will,  no  doubt, 
enable  this  building  to  be  erected  during  1958. 

TELEVISION 

This  form  of  entertainment  is  now  accepted  as  a  desirable  feature,  in  all  stations  of  life,  and  coupled 
with  the  national  news  service,  will,  no  doubt,  influence  the  lives  of  all  of  us,  whether  town  or  country. 
194  television  sets  are  installed  in  the  Council’s  Housing  Estates. 
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GENERAL  SANITARY  MATTERS  DEALT  WITH  DURING  THE  YEAR 

Thirty-one  houses  have  been  connected  to  the  Council’s  water  mains  during  the  year,  and  with  the 
development  in  progress  in  the  construction  of  the  ring  main  at  Marchamley,  a  piped  supply  will  be  available 
to  approximately  40  properties  in  the  area.  Fifty  six  houses  have  had  new  drainage  systems,  making  water 
closet  facilities  available. 

1957  has  been  a  year  of  activitity  in  the  provision  of  additional  pumping  plant  at  Hodnet  and  the  laying 
of  the  new  rising  main  at  Ightfield,  and  also  the  extension  of  the  supply  to  Adderley. 

This  report  gives  some  indication  of  the  work  and  progress  made  during  the  year,  in  housing  and  public 
health.  Some  progress  has  been  made  in  the  extension  of  the  water  supplies.  There  has  been  continued 
interest  in  the  Housing  Act,  1949,  and  the  Housing  Repair  Act,  1955,  Improvements  to  road  access  at 
Copelea  Estate  were  finally  completed,  and  the  roadway  taken  over  by  the  County  Highway  Authority. 

Sewage  schemes  and  extensions  have  also  had  consideration  and  drainage  facilities  have  been  made 
available  to  one  village  school. 

In  conclusion,  my  thanks  are  due  to  the  Chairman  and  members  of  Committees  for  their  help  and 
encouragement,  to  the  Clerk  and  his  staff,  and  to  the  Medical  Officer,  Dr.  Stewart,  for  his  guidance  and 
help  during  the  year. 

The  help  and  co-operation  of  my  staff  is  greatly  appreciated.

Mr.  Riley,  Public  Health  Inspector,  reports: 

The  increase  in  the  staff  of  the  department  dating  from  February  has  resulted  in  a  wider  and  more 
effective  coverage  of  public  health  work  in  the  area.  Particularly  in  the  field  of  housing  and  food  hygiene 
has  a  sustained  effort  been  made.  The  year  has  in  fact  been  marked  by  a  number  of  significant  advances  in 
the  various  branches  of  public  health. 

PUBLIC  CLEANSING  SERVICE 

Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal.  Complaints  regarding  the  frequency  of  refuse  collection  in  the  Albrighton 
area  became  prevalent  in  the  late  summer  and  early  autumn  and  it  was  decided  to  carry  out  a  working  survey 
of  the  Shifnal  and  Albrighton  districts.  Time  was  spent  on  the  district  throughout  a  complete  cycle  of 
collection  and  from  the  information  gained  and  the  action  taken  a  much  improved  service  began  to  make 
itself  felt. 

Once  again,  however,  it  is  necessary  to  draw  attention  to  the  difficulties  which  arise  in  times  of  sickness. 
This  invariably  happens  when  the  weather  conditions  are  bad  and  the  loads  are  at  their  maximum  density. 
Two  drivers  were  away  from  work  for  a  prolonged  period  with  influenza  and  on  their  return  two 
more  men  went  off  sick  for  a  considerable  period  of  time.  In  the  later  months  of  the  year  the  loss  of 
man  hours  to  this  service  was  very  appreciable.  This  loss  was  offset  by  casual  labour  when  available  and  by 
borrowing  men  from  Shifnal  sewage  works  where  routine  work  was  at  a  minimum  owing  to  the  building  of 
new  plant.  For  too  long,  however,  one  lorry  was  off  the  road  as  no  driver  was  available  and,  again, 
the  rural  parishes  suffered  in  order  to  keep  up  the  cycle  of  collection  in  the  urbanised  areas  where  greater 
concentrations  of  population  are  at  risk. 

The  number  of  men  employed  on  the  refuse  collection  and  sewage  disposal  services  is  such  that  no 
margin  exists  for  these  contingencies.  Without  casual  labour  on  these  occasions  serious  disruptions  would 
take  place. 

Provided  this  service  is  operating  at  a  near  maximum  efficiency  the  degree  of  service  given  to  the  public 
must  be  proportional  to  the  amount  of  money  spent. 

Salvage.  The  segregation  of  metal  on  the  refuse  tip  and  salvage  of  waste  paper  and  cardboard  continued 
throughout  the  year  on  a  modest  scale. 

I  am  convinced  that  as  a  nation  we  waste  much  valuable  raw  material  which  could  be  salvaged  from 
house  refuse  if  the  necessary  equipment  was  made  available  and  efficient  arrangements  existed  to  market 
the  material. 
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The  following  salvaged  material  was  disposed  of  during  the  year: 

Scrap  metal  from  house  refuse:  29  tons  8  cwts.  1  quarter  . .  £117  Os.  9d. 
Waste  paper  and  cardboard:  15  tons  12  cwts.  1  quarter  . .  £109  5s.  9d.

Sewage  Tank  Emptying.  The  services  of  Dawley  U.D.C.  and  a  private  contractor  were  used  to  good 
effect  during  the  year  on  this  service.  The  increase  in  the  number  of  septic  tanks  due  in  large  measure 
to  the  implementation  of  improvement  schemes  will  mean  a  growing  demand  on  this  service,  with  a  consequent 
rise  in  cost.  This  is  the  price,  however,  to  be  paid  for  long  overdue  progress  towards  higher  housing  standards. 

WATER  SUPPLY 

The  district  continued  to  be  well  served  by  the  two  statutory  undertakers,  East  Shropshire  Water  Board 
and  Wolverhampton  Corporation.  Good  service  was  also  given  by  several  of  the  small  private  supplies  in 
the  rural  parishes. 

A  start  was  made  on  the  Donington  parish  water  extension  and  completion  will  be  effected  early  in  1958. 
This  will  enable  several  improvement  schemes  to  go  forward  in  the  area  and  will  provide  a  wholesome  supply 
to  two  agricultural  cottages  under  construction. 

The  Council  requested  the  East  Shropshire  Water  Board  to  give  consideration  to  providing  water  in 
the  Burlington  area  where  several  sound  cottages  are  suitable  for  improvement  schemes.  These  cottages 
are  at  present  served  by  polluted  wells. 

SEWERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 

After  years  of  frustration  to  which  previous  reports  bear  witness  it  is  gratifying  to  report  some  progress 
in  this  vital  service. 

Shifnal.  An  active  start  was  made  during  this  year  on  the  construction  of  new  disposal  works  and  good 
progress  was  maintained  by  the  contractors. 

Albrighton.  An  enquiry  was  held  during  the  year  into  this  vital  scheme  and  it  is  now  sincerely  hoped 
that  an  active  start  on  at  least  the  first  phase  will  be  made  during  1958. 

Badger.  This  scheme  was  the  subject  of  enquiry  on  the  same  day  as  that  referred  to  above.  This  plant 
should  be  in  operation  in  1958. 

HOUSING 

Slum  Clearance  and  Unfit  Houses.  The  following  houses  were  demolished  during  the  year: 

2  Donington;  Old  Cottage,  Bishton;  Rosary  Lodge,  Tong;  3  Donington;  7  Decker  Hill;  9  Sydnal 
Lane;  10  Sydnal  Lane.  Total,  7. 

The  following  unfit  houses  were  closed: 

21  Broadway,  Shifnal;  22  Cross  Road,  Albrighton;  Vicarage  Cottage,  Sutton  Maddock;  la  Park 
Street,  Shifnal;  Ivy  Cottage,  Beckbury.  Total,  5. 

Eleven  families  comprising  32  persons  were  rehoused  from  unfit  properties  during  the  year. 

A  clearance  order  was  made  in  respect  of  Nos.  6  to  24  The  Innage,  Shifnal,  and  was  awaiting  confirmation 
at  the  end  of  the  year. 

A  further  reduction  in  the  number  of  huts  occupied  at  Tong  and  Neachley  is  a  welcome  contribution 
to  the  elimination  of  unsatisfactory  housing  conditions  in  the  district. 

Four  houses  in  Church  Street,  Shifnal,  were  purchased  by  the  Council  with  a  view  to  improvements  and 
conversions  being  carried  out.  It  is  intended  to  use  the  property  acquired  for  housing  families  from  unfit 
dwellings. 

Thirty-eight  houses  were  made  fit  for  habitation  following  informal  action  and  three  houses  similarly 
affected  after  formal  notices  to  owners  under  the  Public  Health  Act. 

Council  building.  Twenty-eight  houses  were  completed  during  the  year. 
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Private  enterprise  building.  Thirty-one  private  enterprise  houses  were  completed.  I  would  again  draw 
attention  to  the  shortcomings  of  speculative  building  being  carried  out  in  the  area.  More  time  has  been 
spent  in  this  combined  department  during  1957  on  the  enforcement  of  building  byelaws.  The  low  standard 
of  work  which  has  been  detected  only  too  frequently  amply  illustrates  the  need  for  more  attention  to  this 
aspect  of  housing  to  which  I  have  made  reference  in  previous  reports. 

It  is  a  pity  that  much  inspection  work  in  this  field  is  considered  by  the  developer  as  unnecessary  and 
enforcement  of  byelaws  as  unwarranted.  The  occurrence  of  a  hearth  fire  during  the  year  which  could  have 
had  disastrous  consequences,  and  which  arose  through  ignoring  byelaw  requirements,  even  when  pointed 
out,  serves  to  illustrate  in  no  uncertain  manner  that  much  of  the  health  and  safety  of  the  house  owner 
depends  on  the  vigilance  with  which  building  inspection  is  carried  out. 

Improvement  Grants.  Thirty-four  applications  were  received  during  1957.  Thirty  applications  were 
approved  and  two  rejected;  two  being  still  under  consideration  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

These  figures  are  a  reduction  on  last  year  which  is  probably  accounted  for  by  the  excellent  progress 
made  by  the  larger  estates  in  recent  years. 

The  full  implementation  of  this  scheme  by  the  Council  continues  to  make  a  most  valuable  contribution 
to  raising  the  housing  standards  in  the  district  and  the  Council  are  to  be  congratulated  on  their  keen  and 
sustained  interest  in  this  field. 

This  branch  of  housing  has  resulted  in  an  increase  in  the  number  of  septic  tank  installations  and  in  view 
of  the  variety  of  design  and  capacity  submitted  for  approval  the  Council  adopted  a  standard  for  the  district 
based  upon  the  British  Standard  Code  of  Practice  for  small  domestic  sewage  treatment  works. 

Rent  Act,  1957.  Circular  32/57  advised  local  authorities  that  one  of  the  objects  of  the  Act  is  to  enable 
rented  houses  and  flats  to  be  put  and  kept  in  repair.  The  Minister  asked  local  authorities  to  make  full  use 
of  their  powers  under  Public  Health  and  Housing  Acts  to  secure  that  essential  work  is  done. 

The  Council  do,  in  fact,  use  these  powers  where  necessary  to  bring  about  the  abatement  of  nuisances 
and  the  execution  of  necessary  repairs. 

With  regard  to  the  question  of  dealing  with  certificates  of  disrepair  the  Council  resolved  that  houses 
which  are  the  subject  of  such  applications  should  be  inspected  throughout  and  the  appropriate  notice  served 
under  the  Public  Health  or  Housing  Act  at  the  time  a  decision  was  made  regarding  the  certificate.

In  one  case  action  was  taken  to  secure  the  closing  of  the  house;  in  the  other  a  notice  was  served  under 
Section  9,  Housing  Act,  1957. 

TOWN  AND  COUNTRY  PLANNING 

A  fair  amount  of  time  is  occupied  in  co-ordinating  work  under  this  heading  between  the  County  Planning 
Authority  and  the  District  Council.  The  high  degree  of  co-operation  which  exists  between  the  two  authorities 
has,  I  feel,  been  productive  of  much  good  work. 

Whilst  too  much  control  is  objectionable  and  the  restriction  of  the  freedom  of  the  individual  is  frowned 
upon  in  the  British  way  of  life,  it  is  felt  at  times  that  more  care  could  be  exercised  in  the  design  of  buildings 
to  prevent  the  lowering  of  general  district  standards. 

It  has  been  interesting  to  note  on  several  occasions  that  those  who  have  been  loudest  in  their  protests 
against  any  form  of  control  or  restrictions  have  advocated  such  measures  where  none  exist  when  others 
have  carried  out  work  not  to  their  particular  approval. 

Two  planning  appeals  were  heard  by  the  Ministry  during  this  year  against  the  refusal  of  the  Salop  County 
Council  to  grant  planning  permission.  In  each  case  the  decision  of  the  planning  authority  was  upheld. 

MOVEABLE  DWELLINGS 

The  Council  considered  during  the  year  a  special  report  on  caravans  and  decided  to  increase  the  period 
of  time  during  which  licenses  to  station  individual  vans  would  operate.  At  the  same  time  it  was  resolved  that 
such  increases  in  security  of  tenure  should  be  accompanied  by  compliance  with  a  higher  standard  of  conditions 
of  licence.

This  national  problem  is  reaching  a  climax  and  the  government  must  surely  be  faced  in  the  near  future 
with  the  unenviable  task  of  endeavouring  to  reconcile  the  conflicting  interests  of  the  trade  and  local  authorities 
who  are  concerned  with  public  health  and  amenity  values. 

PREVENTION  OF  DAMAGE  BY  PESTS  ACT,  1949 

The  Council  continued  to  participate  in  the  North-East  Salop  Joint  Pests  Control  Scheme  and  received 
satisfactory  service  from  all  concerned  in  the  operation  of  this  scheme. 

One  notice  was  served  under  Section  4  requiring  an  occupier  to  destroy  rats  on  his  land. 

NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  ACT 

No  action  was  required  under  this  Act  during  the  year. 

FOOD  HYGIENE 

A  concerted  effort  was  made  during  the  year  to  inspect  premises  where  food  is  prepared,  stored  and 
offered  for  sale. 

The  standards  prevailing  varied  between  wide  limits.  Some  premises,  and  particularly  those  of  recent 
construction,  obtain  a  very  high  standard  of  structure,  lay-out  and  equipment.  At  the  other  end  of  the  scale 
extremely  low  standards  are  in  evidence.  I  feel  that  in  some  cases  customers  would  be  shocked  if  permitted 
to  “look  behind  the  scenes.”  In  many  cases  those  responsible  have  willingly  co-operated  in  bringing  about  the 
necessary  improvements  to  comply  with  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations.  In  other  cases  the  apparent  ind  ffier- 
ence  of  food  handlers  to  the  most  elementary  principles  of  hygiene  is  profoundly  disturbing. 

After  repeated  warnings  over  a  long  period  of  time  one  food  handler  was  prosecuted  in  the  Shifnal 
Magsitrates  Court  for  smoking  in  a  food  room  containing  open  food.  A  fine  of  £10  with  £5  5s.  Od.  costs  was 
imposed.  In  spite  of  this  conviction  a  further  offence  was  noted  and  on  this  occasion  the  Public  Health 
Committee  invited  the  offender  to  appear  before  them  when  the  gravity  of  such  blatant  disregard  for  measures 
designed  for  the  public  welfare  was  emphasised. 

A  small  outbreak  of  food  poisoning  involving  four  households  was  investigated.  Staphyloccocal  organ¬ 
isms  were  found  to  be  the  causal  agent  and  the  source  of  infection  was  traced  to  a  meat  product  prepared 
on  unregistered  premises  in  the  district. 

The  above  incident,  together  with  the  other  cases  which  undoubtedly  occur  but  escape  notification, 
serves  to  stress  the  importance  of  enforcement  of  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations  which  rests  upon  the  Council. 
At  no  time  should  there  be  any  doubt  in  the  minds  of  food  handlers  and  those  conducting  food  businesses  of 
the  determination  of  the  Council  to  enforce  regulations  designed  to  produce  a  standard  of  service  which  the 
public  have  a  right  to  demand. 

MEAT  INSPECTION 

Again  100%  inspection  of  meat  derived  from  animals  slaughtered  in  the  district  has  been  achieved. 

This  satisfactory  inspection  service  includes  all  pigs  slaughtered  at  the  Shifnal  bacon  factory. 

MILK  (SPECIAL  DESIGNATIONS)  (SPECIFIED  AREAS)  (No.  2)  ORDER,  1957 

This  order  came  into  force  on  25th  November,  1957,  and  provides  for  the  sale  of  “specially  designated” 
milks,  only,  in  the  district. 

The  order  which  is  designed  to  ensure  that  a  safe  and  wholesome  milk  supply  is  available  in  the  district 
is  most  welcome  and  is  a  fitting  culmination  to  the  many  years  of  striving  on  the  part  of  those  associated 
with  public  health  to  raise  the  standard  of  milk  supply  in  this  country. 

Looking  back  over  the  years  which  have  gone  a  considerable  advance  has  been  made  from  the  days 
when  churns  and  open  cans  were  the  order  of  the  day.  The  reduction  in  the  number  of  milk  borne  infections 
bears  witness  to  the  value  of  this  work  which  now  reaches  its  height  in  this  Ministry  order. 

There  is,  however,  one  aspect  of  this  order  which  calls  for  comment.  The  order  controls  milk  for  sale 
and  presumably  milk  which  is  supplied  without  charge  to  farm  workers  as  an  accepted  agricultural  practice 
is  outside  the  scope  of  the  order.  There  are  still,  I  believe,  producers  who  produce  an  undesignated  milk 
which,  if  offered  for  sale,  is  subjected  to  heat  treatment  to  conform  to  the  regulation. 

It  would  be  interesting  to  know  how  many  people  are  not  protected  by  this  Specified  Area  Order  and 
it  is  hoped  to  investigate  this  position  during  1958.

REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL 

The  experiences  of  previous  years  regarding  the  labour  position  have  been  repeated  again  during  the 
past  twelve  months.  The  ratepayers  are  naturally  disturbed  when  the  collection  of  refuse  fails  to  be  main¬ 
tained  at  the  usual  rate  and  are  quite  unconvinced  by  any  explanations  of  labour  difficulties,  sickness  amongst 
employees,  etc.  The  possibility  of  introducing  a  bonus  scheme  has  been  considered  and  this  may  be  worth 
further  investigation  or  introduction  for  a  trail  period.  Such  a  scheme  operating  in  a  district  which  has 
purely  rural  parishes  may  have  its  difficulties  but  it  would  be  interesting  to  see  the  result  if  sufficient  incentive 
was  offered.  Pecuniary  inducement  would  be  likely  to  pay  greater  dividends  than  any  appeal  to  take  a  pride 
in  serving  the  public. 

As  a  matter  of  interest  the  records  of  the  employees  engaged  on  refuse  collection  during  the  year  indicate 
that  668  days  were  lost  through  sickness,  72  days  through  absenteeism  and  254  days  as  holidays. 

The  maintenance  of  the  refuse  collection  vehicles  is  a  matter  which  has  carried  increasing  concern.  The 
four  vehicles  in  use  were  purchased  in  1944,  1948,  1952  and  1954  respectively.  The  condition  of  the  oldest 
vehicle  was  such  that  the  possibility  of  obtaining  a  specially  designed  vehicle  was  visualized. 

The  better  control  of  refuse  tips  was  a  matter  which  received  further  consideration  and  it  was  felt  that 
the  acquisition  of  a  Ferguson  Tractor  with  shovel  and  dozer  blade  in  this  connection  was  now  essential,  and 
could  also  be  used  with  advantage  in  other  Council  undertakings.  The  vehicle  was  delivered  before  the  end 
of  the  year  but  not  early  enough  for  any  comment  based  on  experience  to  be  offered. 

Tip  fires  have  again  been  troublesome  at  both  tips.  It  was  found  possible  to  control  fires  on  the  Rock 
Tip  by  means  of  the  Cesspool  Emptier  as  comparatively  shallow  tipping  is  taking  place,  but  at  Donnington 
it  was  again  necessary  to  resort  to  the  hiring  of  heavy  equipment  to  seal  off  the  tip  with  soil.  Negotiations 
were  proceeding  with  the  National  Coal  Board  at  the  end  of  the  year  for  more  land  for  use  as  a  tip  and  it 
was  hoped  that  a  site  would  be  made  available  when  required. 

The  salvage  of  tins  has  proceeded  on  both  tips  and  during  the  year  a  total  of  61  tons  was  recovered  at  a 
value  of  £230. 
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DISINFESTATION  AND  CONTROL  OF  VERMIN 

Rat  Control.  The  only  matter  worthy  of  report  in  this  connection  is  again  to  record  a  year  of  satisfactory 
progress  by  the  Joint  undertaking.  The  number  of  contracts,  particularly  on  the  farms  has  increased  con¬ 
siderably  and  the  operators  are  to  be  congratulated  on  their  work  and  particularly  the  negotiating  of  new 
contracts.  It  is  probably  true  to  say  that  not  a  single  complaint  was  received  during  the  year  by  this  Authority, 
of  the  work  carried  out  by  these  operators. 

Vermin  Control.  A  few  cases  of  bugs  and  fleas  were  reported  during  the  year.  These  were  found  to  be 
minor  infestations  and,  with  the  co-operation  of  the  householders,  all  were  dealt  with  successfully. 

WATER  SUPPLIES 

The  only  scheme  completed  during  the  year  was  at  Sambrook  where  the  new  pumping  station  was  put 
into  commission  and  the  mains  charged.  Advantage  was  immediately  taken  by  many  of  the  property 
owners  to  have  piped  supplies  laid  into  their  houses. 

Water  mains  were  also  laid  in  the  village  of  Longdon  but  at  the  end  of  the  year  these  were  not  complete 
and  residents  were  still  extending  their  patience  beyond  what  they  deemed  possible  in  realising  that  a  piped 
supply  was  now  a  virtual  reality  instead  of  a  mirage. 

Schemes  have  also  been  prepared  by  the  East  Shropshire  Water  Board  to  serve  the  Cherrington,  Pickstock 
and  Puleston  areas  but  approval  to  these  had  not  been  obtained  by  the  end  of  the  year. 

Other  localities  in  the  area  have  been  mentioned  where  existing  supplies  are  unsatisfactory  and  the 
extensions  of  mains,  costly  as  they  may  be,  are  the  only  means  of  meeting  the  needs.  One  wonders  whether 
the  Government’s  plans  for  grouping  of  existing  water  undertakings  will  have  the  effect  of  permitting  some  of 
the  schemes,  considered  financially  to  be  out  of  the  question,  to  be  treated  more  from  the  angle  of  necessity 
rather  than  liability.  The  town  dweller  who  has  probably  always  had  water  “on  tap”  would  surely  not 
begrudge  sharing  with  his  heighbours  in  the  country  the  financial  burden  of  providing  such  a  necessity. 

Chlorination.  All  public  supplies  under  the  control  of  the  East  Shropshire  Water  Board  are  chlorinated 
at  source.  The  Charlton  supply  which  was  originally  from  a  spring  is  now  direct  from  the  Board’s  mains 
and  is  therefore  a  chlrinated  supply. 

Sampling.  Extensive  sampling  of  water  supplies  was  again  undertaken  during  the  year  and  the  results 
are  given  in  the  statistics  at  the  end  of  this  report. 

Samples  of  the  public  supply  to  Charlton  showed  evidence  of  consistent  pollution  and  steps  were  taken 
immediately  by  the  Water  Board  to  dispense  with  the  spring  supply  to  the  village  and  connect  to  the  Board’s 
mains.  The  remaining  public  supplies  which  are  sampled  frequently  were  all  found  to  be  satisfactory. 

Many  of  the  samples  taken  from  private  supplies  were  as  a  result  of  complaints  or  for  proving  the  quality 
in  connection  with  Improvement  Grants.  As  will  be  seen  from  the  results,  the  majority  of  these  supplies 
were  unsatisfactory  and  further  emphasizes  the  need  for  mains  supplies  throughout  the  district. 

A  number  of  samples  were  taken  from  Council  owned  supplies  to  groups  of  Council  houses  and  results 
in  some  cases  showed  evidence  of  pullution.  Investigation  suggested  that  this  was  probably  due  to  inadequate 
covering  of  the  storage  tanks  and  access  by  birds.  Attention  to  these  matters  resulted  in  some  improvement 
but  the  type  of  pump  in  use  was  also  suspect  and  investigations  were  being  pursued  in  this  directionl 

SEWERS  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 

It  is  regrettable  to  report  no  further  progress  in  connection  with  the  modernisation  of  the  Hadley  and 
Ketley  Sewage  Disposal  Works.  Further  information  on  estimated  flows  at  the  Works,  which  had  been  re¬ 
quired  by  the  Ministry,  was  obtained  and  forwarded. 

The  whole  scheme  at  the  present  time  is  awaiting  the  decision  of  Messrs.  Joseph  Sankey  &  Sons  Ltd., 
on  the  disposal  of  their  trade  effluent.  It  is  appreciated  that  their  problem  is  a  very  considerable  one  and  will 
be  costly  but  it  is  unfortunate  that  it  should  be  holding  up  further  progress  in  the  Council’s  scheme.  More¬ 
over,  the  delay  is  more  than  likely  adding  to  the  ultimate  cost  of  the  scheme.  Meetings  have  already  taken! 
place  with  the  Consulting  Engineers  employed  by  the  firm  but  so  far  nothing  constructive  has  been  proposed. 

The  scheme  for  sewering  the  village  of  Roden  was  put  in  hand  towards  the  end  of  the  year  and  if  normal 
progress  is  maintained  it  should  be  completed  about  mid — 1958. 
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The  Lilleshall  scheme  has  received  further  consideration  following  amendments,  but  a  number  of  points 
were  still  waiting  to  be  agreed  before  formal  submission  of  the  scheme  to  the  Ministry. 

There  are  several  localities  where  the  provision  of  proper  sewerage  schemes  is  becoming  urgent  and  the 
rate  of  progress  towards  this  end  is  very  slow.  Consideration  should  be  given  by  the  Council  to  a  policy 
designed  to  press  schemes  collectively  rather  than  singly,  there  would  appear  to  be  nothing  to  lo;e  by  such 
a  policy  and  there  may  be  a  great  deal  to  gain. 

General  drainage  work  has  progressed  in  many  parts  of  the  area,  particularly  Edgmond  where  a  total 
of  177  properties  are  now  connected  to  the  sewer. 

CESSPOOL  EMPTYING 

A  new  vehicle  was  obtained  in  October  to  replace  the  one  which  had  been  in  continuous  operation  for 
approximately  seven  years.  It  may  be  thought  that  the  life  of  such  a  vehicle  should  be  longer.  Its  life, 
however,  cannot  be  calculated  in  years  but  in  working  hours  and  conditions  under  which  it  works.  A 
vehicle  which,  bogged  down  countless  times,  has  literally  had  to  be  dragged  on  to  and  off  fields  by  farm 
tractor,  and  has  traversed  almost  every  kind  of  terrain  in  a  rural  district  can  hardly  be  expected  to  live  to  the 
ripe  old  age  of  its  colleagues  in  urban  areas  whose  secluded  lives  rarely  take  them  beyond  the  boundaries  of 
the  county  highways. 

The  vehicle  now  in  use,  while  of  the  same  manufacture  as  the  old  one,  is  operating  on  diesel  fuel  and  if 
the  three  months  experience  in  1957  can  be  accepted  as  a  guide  to  general  fuel  consumption,  future  years  should 
show  a  considerable  saving  in  the  use  of  diesel  fuel  compared  with  petrol.  To  say  the  service  is  “popular” 
is  perhaps  not  quite  the  correct  description  but  the  demands  indicate  that  it  is  still  extremely  useful  and 
appreciated. 

HOUSING 

The  clearance  of  scheduled  properties  has  shown  a  considerable  increase  during  the  year  and  a  total  of 
64  houses  were  demolished,  most  of  the  tenants  being  rehoused  by  the  Council.  It  is  particularly  heartening 
to  see  the  removal  of  so  many  of  these  properties  which  have  been  notorious  black  spots  for  such  a  long  time. 

Although  progress  has  continued  in  this  direction  with  the  inclusion  of  12  further  houses  in  Clearance 
Areas,  8  under  Demolition  Orders  and  5  under  Closing  Orders,  much  remains  to  be  done  and  action  will  be 
stepped  up  in  accordance  with  the  Council’s  policy  to  continue  to  meet  the  needs  of  the  district.  How  far 
this  policy  can  be  implemented  will  depend  to  a  large  extent  on  the  Government’s  attitude  towards  capital 
expenditure  and  the  rates  at  which  local  authorities  can  borrow.  At  the  end  of  the  year,  in  common  with 
many  other  authorities,  the  Council  were  “marking  time”  on  further  house  building  pending  the  advent  of 
more  favourable  conditions.  Negotiations  were  still  proceeding  however  for  the  acquisition  of  land  in  both 
Donnington  and  Hadley. 

The  introduction  of  higher  rates  of  interest  on  loans  was  too  late  in  the  year  to  have  any  noticeable  effect 
on  private  building  and  54  private  houses  had  been  completed  and  79  were  in  course  of  erection  at  the  end 
of  the  year. 

MOVEABLE  DWELLINGS 

Minor  difficulties  have  been  encountered  during  the  course  of  the  year  by  occasional  encampments  of 
nomads  in  the  Ketley  and  Donnnington  areas.  These  have  been  exclusively  the  peg-selling  cum-scrap  iron 
collecting  type  who  have  little  room  for  the  normal  laws  of  the  land.  They  complain  that  they  are  hounded 
by  authorities  from  pillar  to  post  but  this  is  not  surprising  when  their  usual  drill  appears  to  be  never  to  ask 
the  owners  permission  to  use  his  land,  turn  horses  loose  to  graze  wherever  they  can,  pester  neighbouring 
householders  for  water,  hack  hedges  and  fences  to  secure  firewood,  detail  squads  of  their  male  members  of 
all  ages  to  reconnoitre  the  area  for  scrap  iron,  rags  and  anything  on  which  they  can  lay  their  hands  and 
generally  become  a  nuisance  to  the  neighbouring  community.  It  is  small  wonder  that  local  authorities  are 
anxious  to  keep  such  people  on  the  move. 

In  general,  the  individuals  who  find  it  necessary  to  resort  to  a  caravan  as  a  temporary  home  are  granted 
licences  and  very  little  trouble  is  experienced. 

FOOD  HYGIENE 

The  improvement  of  a  number  of  food  premises  has  again  been  carried  out  and  it  has  been  found  necessary 
to  issue  strong  warnings  in  a  few  cases  before  shopkeepers  realised  that  the  advice  previously  given  was  not 
meant  to  be  ignored. 
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In  one  case,  in  spite  of  warnings  and  requests,  a  firm  was  particularly  un-co-operative  and  proceedings 
had  to  be  instituted.  The  firm  was  subsequently  fined  a  total  of  £40.  (£5  on  each  of  eight  charges).  One 

wonders  why  the  fine  was  not  related  to  the  charge  as  some  of  the  charges  were  considered,  from  a  food 
hygiene  point  of  view,  to  be  far  more  serious  than  others.  This  view,  however,  does  not  appear  to  have  been 
shared  or  considered  by  the  Magistrates. 

IMPROVEMENT  GRANTS 

The  following  figures  will  give  an  indication  of  the  progressive  amount  of  work  involved  in  the  improve¬ 
ment  of  properties  in  the  district  with  the  aid  of  grants  :

Of  the  number  of  dwellings  involved,  21  were  in  respect  of  owner  occupied  properties,  the  majority  of 
those  remaining  being  agricultural  workers’  houses.  Farmers  at  least  can  be  said  to  take  advantage  of  the 
grants  to  establish  reasonable  amenities  to  many  of  their  cottages  in  an  endeavour  to  stablilize  the  labour 
position  on  the  farms. 

MEAT  AND  OTHER  FOODS 

It  is  pleasing  to  report  that  the  inspection  of  meat  in  the  private  slaughterhouses  has  again  been  main¬ 
tained  at  100%  and  a  record  of  the  inspections  and  condemnation  of  meat  follows  at  the  end  of  this  report. 

No  difficulties  have  been  experienced  in  carrying  out  this  work  and  full  co-operation  from  the  butchers 
has  always  been  forthcoming. 

ICE  CREAM 

Premises  registered  for  the  sale  of  ice  cream  continue  to  increase  in  number  annually,  the  total  registered 
now  standing  at  54.  Samples  taken  numbered  39,  of  which  7  failed  to  reach  Grade  I.  There  were  no  Grade 
IV  samples  and  only  1  Grade  III,  an  improvement  over  last  year.  It  would  appear  that  the  Manufacturer 
from  outside  this  district,  whose  products  received  so  many  adverse  reports,  has  at  last  managed  to  maintain 
the  desired  standard. 

FOOD  POISONING 

Two  cases  of  food  poisoning  were  notified  during  the  year,  investigations  followed  and  in  co-operation 
with  a  colleague  from  an  adjoining  area,  it  was  shown  that  both  cases  had  eaten  at  a  Cafe  in  that  area,  the 
meal  comprising  amongst  other  things,  a  “left  over”  chicken  which  was  proved  to  be  the  affected  food. 

MORTUARY 

Less  use  has  been  made  of  the  Donnington  Mortuary  during  this  year  and  it  is  interesting  to  note  that  of 
the  66  bodies  received,  approximately  two  out  of  every  three  came  from  other  districts. 

It  is  anticipated  that  further  improvements  including  the  complete  re-roofing  of  the  Mortuary  will  be 
carried  out  in  the  coming  year.

General  Statistics 


The  Registrar  General’s  Return  on  Population  shews  that  the  Estimated  Population  for  the  Urban 
Areas  is  much  the  same  as  for  the  preceding  year.  In  the  Rural  Areas  the  sharp  drop  in  one  district  is  com¬ 
pensated,  in  a  way,  by  the  rise  in  the  other  two.  The  variations  in  the  rural  areas  are,  in  all  probability,, 
accounted  for  by  the  movement  of  service  personnel. 

As  was  said  in  the  Report  for  1956  the  estimates  of  the  Rateable  Value  and  those  of  the  Penny  rate  were 
estimated  on  the  figures  which  would  stabilise  on  the  revaluation  of  properties.  The  totals  presented  for 
1956  and  those  for  the  present  year  when  conditions  are  more  firmly  established  are  worthy  of  comparison.. 

The  Infantile  Statistics  shew  the  Birth  Rates  to  be  higher,  predominately,  in  the  rural  areas  into  which 
group  it  is  difficult  to  reconcile  Wellington  Rural  in  its  entirety. 

The  Infantile  Mortality  Rate  reaches  considerable  heights  in  some  Urban  Areas  while,  in  contrast, 
averages  evenly  in  the  rural  parts.  It  is  to  be  remembered  that  the  addition  of  one  or  more  deaths  in  such, 
groupings  has  a  marked  influence  in  the  final  averages  and  so  it  is  desirable  that  comparison  of  such  rates 
should  be  made  with  earlier  years  to  have  the  true  picture. 

The  General  Death  Rates  approximate  closely  to  those  of  1956  when  low  levels  were  recorded.  Oppor¬ 
tunity  should  be  taken  to  examine  the  causes  of  death — particularly  in  these  times  when  so  much  publicity 
is  given  on  factors  having  influence  to  the  detriment  of  certain  organs  of  the  body.
